Werno Executive Submits His 


Views on Betterment of 
Street Car Service. | 


Acceding to popular clamor for better 
Street car service and surrendering the I. 
M. O. schemes, Mayor Dunne made public 
yesterday o plan for the rehabilitation and 
unifica*icn of the present systems pending 
the resection of hie municipal ownership 
program. 

His jioresition, which represents a com- 
plete change of; front, was hailed by both 
factions in council and by street car men, 
to some extent, as affording a basis for the 
settlemeat of the traction question. Whether 
it will prove so is another question. 

In brief, the mayor’s plan is as follows: 


Th@companies shall agree to sell at some future 
time their tangible property to the city for a price 
to be fixed now. Then they shall reconstruct the 
system, providing for through routes and universal 
transfers, the companies to receive a fair return on 
their investment, but the city to receive the greater 
part of the profits, 

The companies decltaing to enter such an agree- 
ment, a new company shall be given a license to 
construct and operate a street car system along the 
lines of the contract plan in streets to which 
the present companies have no claims. 

Meanwhile the present companies, if they prove 
beNigerent, may be compelled to improve their 
service under the police powers of the ‘ 

Counc!) shall push plans for municipal ownership 
and operation, first securing a test of the validity 
of the $75,000,000 bord orditiance and of the Mueller 
law iteelf, and in all arrangements with the present 
companies providing for ultimate municipal own 
ership and operation of the lines. 


U. X. O. Is Now the Standard. 


This latest of the mayor's plans for the 
solution of the traction problem was made 
public in the shape ef a letter to Ald. Charles 
Werno, chairman of the council committee 
on local transportation. It was signed by the 
mayor, but it was framed by Walter L. 
Fisher, the mayor’s new traction counsel, 
whose ideas the letter embodies. 

The document evoked comment among 
those public men who are interested in the 
street car question. Evincing as it does a 
remarkable change of base on the part of the 
mayor, the letter was accepted as the first 
tangible evidence of the influenee which 
“Dr.” Fisher is exerting on the executive 
mind. 

In the first place it is no longer 1 M. O. with 
th. mayor. It is U. M. O.—Ultinate Munic- 
ipal Ownership. He admits municipal owner- 
ship cannot be brought about at once and he 
is willing to wait until the time for its in- 
auguration is propitious, Hejs new for “‘ ac- 
tion,“ just as the public has been for years, 

and by. “‘action’’ he means the immediate 
rehabilitation of the tity’s stréet car service. 


Mayor to Welcome Truce. 

In the second place, the mayor now pro- 
fesses a policy of conciliation and amicable 
agreement. He defers to the opinion of the 
ecuncil and the transportation committee 
and politely begs the codperation of the 
same in working out hig plans. He refers 
to the resolution of Ala. Foreman instructing 
the committee to take up at once plans for 
the rehabilitation of the service and says 
he is in hearty accord with that resolution. 
In fact, the thayor s letter is practically an 
amplification of Ald. Foreman’s plan from 
4 municipal ownership point of view. 

In the third place, the mayor expresses 
« willingness to treat amicably with the com- 
ranies for the ultimate attainment of munici- 
pal ownership, n attitude which, it is pointed 
cut, is directly contrary to his resolution of 
Oct. 16 last directing the council committee 
to cease all negotiations with the companies. 

Ald. Fcreman, whose views represent those 
of the faction opposed to the mayor in coun- 
cil, declered the mayor was working out 
his own suggestion, and expressed confidence 
the letter should be a basis for working out 
a plan fe. eable to all parties. The street 
car people also are willing to use the plan 
as a be“ is of agreement. They will agree to 
reLabiliiat‘cn of the service, but they will 
fight the proposition to turn the greater part 
of the prefits over to the city, in view of 
the possibility that the people may change 
their minds about any kind of municipal 
ownership. 


Unified Service His Aim. 

After giving his views on the test of the 
Mueller law and declaring the way now open 
to the ultimate establishment of municipal 
ownership, the mayor géts down to the 
problem of securing a rehabilitation of serv- 
ice by these expressions: 

The first practica] step to be taken, then, ap- 
pears to me td be to request the existing companies 
at once to Indicate to your committee whether or 
not they are able and willing to enter into an 
agreement to sell to the city all their tangible 
property and unexpired rights at a price to be 
now fixed, and to undertake the improvement uf 
thelr service immediately, upon the refusal of 
their application for a rehearing in the United 
States Supreme court, the ety to have the right 
to take over this property at any time, upon 
reasonable notice. 

If they will join, if possible as one company, in 
the reconstruction of their entire system upon 
plans to be adopted by the city, with their con- 
currence, which shall provide for unified service, 
through routes, universal transfers, and operation 
under the revocable license, then they should de 
adequately assured of the payment of the value of 
their present property (to be now fixed, before 
rehabilitation) and additional investment when the 
city does take over the lines, and they should re- 
ceive a fair return upon this present and future 
investment and some share of the remaining net 
profits while they continue to operate. 

Subject to these provisions the profits of oper- 
ation should go to the city as a sinking fund for 
the purchase of the property. 

Details of this plan, the mayor says, the 
committee can work out, beginiiing «i cnce 
if it sees fit and without waiting for the out- 
come of the rehearing petition on * ninety- 
nine year case. 


Veiled Threat Also Made. 

The mayor foresees that the companies may 
be unable or unwilling to enter into any such 
agreement as the foregoing, and of that con- 
tingency he says: 

In this latter event I suggest that arrangements 
be made at once with a construction company 
along the general lines of the contract plan.“ or 
otherwise, providing that such company shall at

Revolutionaries Commit First 
Overt Act of Direet Action.” 


‘NIGHT RIOT FANS PANIC. 


Attack on Railroad and Clash with 
Police Prelude to May Day. 


PARIS, April 28.—As a prelude to the dis- 
orders looked for on May day, an attempt 
Was made late last night to destroy witha 
bomb the railroad bridge at 
Had the attempt been successful railroad 
cofinection between the capital and Havre 
would have been cut. 

News of the attempt, which spread through 
the city today, increased the terror of the 
citizens. and precipitated an exodus from 
Paris. The panicky feeling was accentu- 
ated late tonight by a demonstration and 
riot in the Rue de la Paix. 


First Bomb in “Direct Action,” 

The explosion of the bomb under the Argen- 
teull bridge is the first overt act In what the 
revolutionaries term “direct action.“ The 
bridge is a massive structure crossing the 
Seine six miles outside the St. Lasare station, 
and hundreds of trains cross it dally. The 
military reinforcements that have been 
brought to Paris crossed the river on this 
bridge. 

The bomb used was cylindrical in shape 
with a slow fuse. The deafening explosion 
was heard for five miles. It shattered win- 
dows in Argenteull and awakened the sleep- 
ing town. The railroad was torn up and the 
signal on the bridge was smashed, but the 
solidity of the structure resisted the force of 
the explosion. 

Although there is no clew to the perpetra- 
tor of the explosion, the police have pro- 
nounced it to be an anarchist attempt and 
connect it with warnings that have been re- 
ceived of other similar attempts, and accord- 
ingly rigorous orders were immediately is- 
sued for detachments of miltary engineers to 
guard all the bridges and tunnels of the west- 
ern rallway system contiguous to Paris. 


Riot in Rue de la Paix. 

Tonight a band of striking jewelers at- 
tempted to penetrate the populous center of 
the Place de l’'Opera for the purpose of mak- 
ing a demonstration before the great jewelry 
establishments in the Rue de la Paix. 

The appearance of the striking jewelers in 
the fashionable shopping center caused 
considerable excitement. The strikers pro- 
ceeded in a body from the labor exchange 
to the Rue de la Paix, the richest short street 
In the world, the windows of the stores being 
literally lined with diamonds, 

They reached the Place de l'Opera, where 
a force of republican guards and police 
barred their advance, and à lively scuffie en- 
sued. in which the strikers were separate 
turned back, and dispersed., A number of 
them were arrested. 


Officials Prepared for Trouble. 

Prepared for whatever may happen, official 
Paris is now awaiting May day and the dis- 
orders it almost certainly will bring. 

The government has completed final prep- 
arations for dealing with the situation and is 
confident that the day will pass without a 
serious outbreak. At the same time the 
public, which is not in the.least reassured 
by the elaborate military concentration, is 
showing great uneasiness. 

Government, military, and police officials 
give the most positive assurances that order 
will be maintained and t calmer heads 
accept these statements; but the nervous 
element of the city fs hastily preparing for 
eventualities. Some are leaving Paris and 
taking their valuables with them, others are 
laying in stores for an emergency. 

The scenes at the great supply stores are 


‘unprecedented, hundreds of persons invad- 


ing them and clamoring for urgency sup- 
plies. 

The activity of the police in making more 
searches and - ‘ures, although designed to 
sure the public safety, also has had the 
effect of increasing public apprehension, 
many persons believing that such extraordi- 
nary efforts indicate the seriousness of the 


situation. . 


Serious Press Shows Alarm. 

The serious press gives prominence to the 
military coneentration and police plans, all 
of which leads the public to apprehend that 
something is about to happen. 

Today the police searched the domiciles of 
six persons suspected of having anarchist 
comnections, and the offices of the inflam- 
‘matory newspapers. The searches aroused 
excited discussion.

The military governor of Paris this mornings 
began the requisitioning of quarters in the 
neighborhood of the Ecole Militaire, and to- 
morrow the requisitions will extend to the 
neighborhood of the labor exchange, as the 
regular barracks are inadequate. 


Won’t Postpone Demonstration. 


The actual state of the labor movement is 
unchanged. The Confederation of Labor has 
considered a postponément of the demonstra- 
tion until after the military is withdrawn, but 
the movement is too far advanced to permit 
of an easy postponement, and the indications 
are that the origina! plans will be carried out. 

The Confederation today issued a final ap- 
peal bitterly arraigning the searches made 
by the authorities as an infamous inven- 
tion designed to discredit tabor, adding: 
“On May 1 the working classes will not fall 
to present their claims. Nothing can stop in 
ameliorating the lat of labor. Despite the goy- 
ernment, despite all the forces of reaction, 
labor perseveres in its exalted aim, and 
neither the exercise of force nor the mobiliza- 
tion of infantry can make the workers forget 
their interests.“ 

The appeal closes with a suggestion that the 
soldiers’ conscience should forbid them firing 
upon workingmen. 


ODESSA CHIEF OF POLICE 
DIES BY TERRORIST BOMB. 


Official Who Played So Prominent a Role 
in October Massacres a Victim of the 
Proletariat. 


ODESSA, April 28.—The chief of police who 
played such a prominent part in the October 
massacres here, was assassinated here today 
in broad daylight by a terrorist bomb. A po- 
liceman shared his fate. 

An attempt was made a half hour tater to 
assassinate Assistant Chief of Police Poltayt- 
chenko and several other policemen. 

A young girl named Jerebitzova threw. a 
bomb at Poltavtchenko, but her aim was poor 
and the officer escaped. The girl was shot 
and wounded by an orderly. 

Bomb Thrown in Poland. 

WARSAW, April 28.—At Czenstachova, in 
Russian Poland, today a bomb was thrown 
at the carriage of the chief of police when he 
was returning from a funeral. The missile 


exPiéded, killing a policeman. 


DECRIES THE CLOTHES BRUSH. 


London Lancet Says Present Method of 
Cleaning Garments Is Dan- 
ger to Health.

LONDON, April 28.—The current number 
of the Lancet devotes an article pointing out 
the danger of the clothes brush. It declares 
that the brushing of clothes in living rooms 
is a danger to health, as the bacteriology of 
dust distinctly indicates. After dilating upon 
the Zangers of tmicro-organirms and patto- 
genic entities contained in the dust in our 
garments, the Lancet admits that clothes 
must be brushed, but in a household conduct- 
ed on hygienic lines a special room should be 
relegated to the work. Even this, however, 
is insufficient for “‘ brushing clothes is a 
clumsy and insanitary procedure, which 
might be superseded advantageously by 
some more effectual and less offensive 
method.

Mrs. W. E. Stanley Says He Tried 
to Embrace Her in His Office.

HE FAILS TO HUSH RUMOR. 
Wife of Former Executive Verifies 
Scandal Story on Convention’s Eve. 


Topeka, Kas., April 28.-—[Special.}—The 
public was informed today that Gov. Hoch 
tried to kiss Mrs. W. E. Stanley, wife ot for- 
mer Gov. Stanley, in his private office at the 
capito] buliding one day last December. 

Mrs. Stanley herself made the charge in a 
statement following her resignation as a 
member of the board of lady visitors to state 
charitable institutions, a position to which 
she was appointed by Gov. Hoch, The story 
has been rumored in political circles more 
than a month, but has been kept from the 
public until today. Ina statement made Gov. 
Hoch declared he had committed no inten- 
tional wrong. 


Embraces, Tries to Kiss Her. 


The facts of the affair, as given by Mra. 
Stanley, to friends, are: 

Her duties as a member of the board of lady 
visitors took her to the governor's private 
office. While alone with him Gov. Hoch em- 
braced her and attempted to kiss her. Mrs. 
Stanley indignantly reproached him and left 
the office immediately. The governor at once 
recognized the danger of his situation and 
summoned friends to assist in suppressing 
the scandal. Among others, he called J. 8. 
Dean, then United States district attorney. 


When Mrs. Stanley left for her home in 


Wichita, Mr. Dean, who is a close personal 
friend of the governor, met her on the train 
ang told her the governor was on the train 
and wanted to talk to her. Then he brought 
Gov. Hoch into the car. The governor was 
profuse in apologies. He said he did not 
know why he should have done what he did. 
It was simply. impulse and one he would 
always regret. 

It was some time before Mrs. Stanley told 
her husband what had happened. He had 
just returned from a trip to Mexico for his 
health and still was an invalid. As soon as 
he learned the facts, he told Mrs. Stanley 
she must resign from the board. 


Fight to Suppress Story, 


Then came visits from Mrs. J. M. Lewis, 
an associate of Mrs. Stanley on the board, 
Mrs. Dean, and Gov. Hoch. They begged 
that the facts be suppressed and that Mrs. 
Stanley withhold her resignation. Mrs. 
Stanley told all who came this was out of the 
question; that she could not retain her place 
on the board. 

Mrs. Stanley unwillingry oonsented today 
to speak of the affair.

And he is a modest young man withal. 

“It is no use trying to interview me,“ he 
says. I am no good as a subject; besides, I 
should much rather talk about America, 
How am I going to draw political cartoons 
when I know nothing about american poli- 
tles! 

That, after all, is a difficulty which need not 
weigh too heavily on his mind. One of the 
greatest boons he has conferred on the British 
public arises from the fact that he has got 
away from the everlasting political point of 
view which so distorts our vision of every- 
thing on this side of the Atlantic, and given 
us delightful side lights on ordinary human 
nature, which, after all, is much more in» 
teresting. 

American journalism pays 17 more at · 
tention to the personal side of the equation 
than we do over here, and I imagine Tom 
Browne will find plenty of scope for his spe- 
cial talent, which lies in the direction of char- 
acter study. Democracy has fot leveled 
away all the individualities, and the new 
world has its types just as much as the old. 


A Few Personal Facts 

As for the rest, you will soon know as much 
about Tom Browne as we do. He is a young 
man of open countenance and engaging sim- 
plicity, whose success sits lightly upon him, 
There is nothing of the stage artist about 
him unless it be that he smokes a pipe, as 
most Englishmen do. Doubtless he will re- 
turn from America wedded to green cigars. 

His chief recreation—if we must emulate 
Who's Whot?—is, as before said, bicycling. 
More recently he has taken to the horse. 

For some reason, which he cannot satisfac- 
torily explain, he does not play golf, though 
his house and studio are situated on the 
borders ot the oldest golf course in Eng- 
land. There again America will doubtless 
reform him, especially if he is driven from 
the heat of Chicago in June to the cool re- 
treats of Wheaton or Onwentaja. 


Where England Will Win. 


One thing is certain, and that is that Tom 
Browne will take many good wishes with him 
across the Atlantic. And we shall not be 
altogether lesers. Later on we probably shall 
have an opportunity of seeing America 
through Tom Browne's glasses. 

It might, perhaps, have been simpler to 
stay in London and draw American types as 
they land on these shorese If the present 
invasion keeps up tHe pace throughout the 

summer there will be almost as many Ameri- 
cans in London in July-as there are in Chi- 
cago (omitting the Irish). 

Well, we will give you Tom Browne in ex- 
change. It is a fair bargain. .

WARNED OF FIRE DANGERS 


EMPLOYES OF BIG STORES RE- 
CEIVE NEW CAUTIONS. 


Chicago Business Men Take Active 
Steps to Reduce the Chances of Du- 
plication of San Francisco’s Confla- 
gration in This City—Co-operation 
with Imsurance Companies in Pro- 
tective Measures Is Pledged — E. 
capes and Extinguishers Inspected. 


Activity in the way of precautions against 
firés was manifested yesterday by large 
business firms and p ty owners, in con- 
sequence cf the heavy losses of insurarice 
companies by the San Francisco disaster. 

The business men expressed a desire to co- 
operate with the companies in seeking to 
avert losses. Many firms ordered special in- 
spectiors cf fire appliances, and issued ex- 
plicit instructions to employés to. guard 
against fires. 

Marshall Field & Co. were among the first to 
take vreroutionary steps. In all of the build- 
ings owned by the concern conditions which 
might lead to the origin of fire were investi- 
gated. Sta: dpipes, extinguishers, sprinklers, 
and hose reels were overhauled, store rooms 
were inspected, inflammable material re- 
moved, and new appliances were ‘installed 
wherever deemed necessary” 


Fires Caused by Carelessness.

ployés to observe unusual care in preventing 
the ignition of consumable materials. celal 
precautions were urged against the dropping 
of lighted matches, cigars, and cigarets.

Regular Drills of Employes. 
Other business firms instituted fire drills. 
One of these was Montgomery Ward & Co. 
Vice President Charles H. Thorne during the 
day issued orders to the employés to observe 
the utmost precautions against fire. 

Our employés already are organized into 
fire brigades,” said Mr. Thorne. “In case 
of a fire every man bas a post to which he 
is expected to report. Others are trained in 
the handling of fire appliances and we feel 
well prepared for an emergency.“ 

Manager Jacob L. Kesner of the Fair per- 
sonally investigated the arrangements in that 
store for preventing fires, and he asserted 
every measure had been 2 to guard 
against them. Fire brigades among the em- 
ployés were organized some time ago. 
Similar activity was exhibited at other big 
stores. Siegel, Cooper & Co., Carson, Pirie. 
Scott & Co., and the Boston store issued 
special instructions to emplayés and over- 
hauled fire appliances. The fireboat owned 
by Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. was 
inspected in the afternoon and reported to 
be in readiness to cope with fires in the big 
warehouses owned by that and other firms 
along the river front. 


Suggestions of Insurance Men. 
Suggestions from local insurance companies 
regarding fire precautions have been incor- 
porated in notices posted mn many stores, as 
follows: 

The best advice we have been able to give our 
customers up to this time is to go carefully over 
the premises and put them in the best posetble con- 
dition; renew their instruction to employés to exert 
the greatest possible care to prevent a fire: ex- 
amine what fire protection may beat hand, and see 
that extinguishers, fire pails, standpipea hose, etc., : 
are in good working order. 

A further precaution advised by some com- 
panies was followed in several cases. This 
was the placing of additional insurance up 
to the actual value. It was contended that

PARDEE ASKS FOR THE TROOPS. 


Governor of California Legalizes Use of 
Army in Frisco by Formal Re- 
quest on the President. 


W D. C., April 28.—Gov. Pardee 
of California has accepted the president“ 
suggestion as to the use of faderal troops 
in that state, and has filed a formal applica- 
tion for their employment, which has deen 
granted.

The telegram of Gov. Pardee, requesting 
a continuance of federal troops, were as fol- 
lows: 

In order to prevent possible disturbance, 
I respectfully request that federal forces be 
continued to assist as has been done since 
the destruction of the city of San Francisco 
and other local cities by earthquake and fire. 
The legislature is not in session and cannot be 
convened forthwith. a ; 

28 C. Pan. Governor.” 

Gen. Greely’s Own explanation of the func- 
tions his soldiers are discharging and the 
status of the military is as follows: 

“There are no army restrictions on busi- 
ness. House searchers are forbidden, per- 
sonal liberty ts unrestricted, and the army 
will do no police work beyond acting aa an 
aid to the police force in case of extended 
resistance and in accordance with the request 
of the mayor. Do not believe there will be 
any disorder of any kind, but consider your 
view agrees with mine that delay should not 
be made until troubles arise to be remedied, 
but that public disorders should be prevented 
by wise and timely measures.”

Brother-in-Law Thinks Him’ Guilty. 
In Chicago the most important develop- 
ments came from statements by the dead 
woman's brother, Eugene H. Krembs, who, 
with his father, is.a manufacturer of chem- 
icals at 55 Waldo place. He said: 

“I believe my sister was murdered by her 
husband for her life insurance. That money 
and the fact that the expense of a wife and 
children may have been a financial handicap 
to an ambitious man are the motives. I 
don't suppose Muenter ever saw $1,000 at 
one time in his life, and the money would 
have been a great temptation to him. Until 
he has appeared and proved his innocence I 
shall believe him guilty. 
do not take any stock in the theory that 
Muenter was insane. He never displayed the 
slightest trace of mental aberration. 

„ don’t believe he has committed suicide. 
It is reasonable to.believe he may have gone 
to California to lose himself in the chaos 
following the earthquake, His mother, Mrs. 
Julia Muenter, lives in a suburb of Los An- 
geles. As nearly as I can estimate he must 
have been practically without money when 
he was last seen. 


Wanted Money for a Nurse. 

„One thing struck me as being exceedingly 
strange at the time of the funeral. Muenter 
wanted my brother and me to pay the nurse 
who accompanied the remains to Chicago 
$300 and to give her $20: besides. The larger 
sum, he said, was to pay certain expenses 
that had been incurred in the east during his 
wife's illness. 

„ told him I did not consider it good busi- 
ness policy to send back $300 by a nurse. So 
I gave him a draft on a Boston bank for $150, 
and made sure that it could not be drawn 
except for the funeral and other expenses in 
the east. Now, what did Muenter want to. 
give this nurse $300 for? Thenurse was with 
his wife in her iliness. Perhaps she was ina 
position to give damaging evidence. 


Cremation Causes Suspicion. 
“The whole thing is suspicious. Muente: 
wired us from Cambridge that he was going 
to have his wife's body cremated there im- 
mediately. Why should it have been cre- 
mated? Simply, as I believe, to destroy any 
evidence of poison. None of our family ever 
has been cremated. My sister never -ug- 
gested such a thing—to my certain krowl- 
edge. When Muenter came with the remains 
he told a rambling story about an agreement 
that his wife and himself had made to be 
cremated in case of the death of either. 

He said they had a horror of being buried 
alive, and he talked queerly about the spirit 
being released as the body was be:ng con- 
‘gumed by the flames. The family did not 
object ‘to the cremation of my sister’s body, 
but we insisted that it should be done in 
Chicago. 

“Then there was the unusual circum- 
stance of my sister's death alone aud un- 
eared for, according to her husband's own 
statement. He said he went to bed on the 
morning of April 16 at 8 o'clock, and that 
when he arose at 6 o'clock she was dead 
Does it not seem strange that he would lea ve 
a dying woman in the middle of the night 
and go to sleep? 

Wife’s Statement Is Cited. 

** Muenter told me he induced his wife to 
sign a statement before her death releasing 
him from any responsibility in case that she 
died. That is another mighty suspicious cir- 
cumstance. He told me he had the statement 
at the funeral, I at once asked him what he 
was thinking of to get her to sign such a 
strange certificate. He said it was because 
she belonged to the Christian Science faith, 
and that she would not take medicines that 
two physicians gave her, and Would not fol- 
low the directions of the nurse, and that he 
feared she would die and he would be blamed. 
That is anything but a plausible explanation, 
in my ‘opinion. The police regard it as sus- 
picious, and they are right. 

„My brother and I both have recalled my 
sister's narrow escape from asphyxiation 
when she was ill in her bed following the 
birth of her first child, Helen. This was 
when the couple were living with Mrs. Crowe 
at 5620 Ingleside avenue. The woman in the 
flat below was oppressed by the strong odor 
of gas. She went into my sister's room and 
found it full of gas and the gas jet open. 

My sister was semi-conscious, but rallied 
under the influence of restorativee. The mat- 
ter was hushed up. It never was explained 
satisfactorily.”’ 

This story about an attempt at asphyxia- 
tion is not confirmed by the man and woman 
who shared an apartment in Hyde Park with

It was learned in the afternoon that three 
sisters of Muenter live in Chicago. One of 
them is the teacher in the Hendricks school, 
whom the police were unable to locate yes- 
terday, and the others are Mrs. Dillon 
Farmer, 827 Estes avenue, and Mrs. Max 
Gundlach, 523 Pratt avenue. 

The three sisters learned several days ago 
that the suspicions of the Cambridge police 
had been directed againet their brother and 
that efforts were being. made to connect him 
with the death of his wife.

Tries to ‘Eollect Policy. 

Shortly after the arrival of Muenter in 
Chicago with the body of his, wife, the bus- 
band went to the offices of the New York 
Life company, 171 La Salle street. and pro- 
duced evidence of Mrs. Muenter's death. He 
Msplayeèd the burial permit as proof of the 
demise and is said to have tried to collect 
$1,000 on a policy issued ta Mrs. Muenter. 
The money was to go to the children, but the 
policy was made, payable to Muenter as guar- 
dian. 

Muenter is said to have requested payment 
on the policy, but upon being told that the 
money would. have to be forwarded through 
the New York office he is alleged to have 
asked that the poliey be rewritten in the name 
of his sister, Bertha C. Muentem This fact 
is pointed to as an indication that Muenter 
contemplated suicide. 

He was told by the company omcfald tut 
such a procedure would be impossible and 
is said to have replied; 

“Till go Gown to 
lect the money.” 

Originally the policy was igsaed’at the 
Chicago office, but on Nov. 4. 1005, it was 
transferred at the request of Muenter to the 
New York office, ‘where it then became pay- 
able upon death. 

Meet at Quadrangle Club. 

A conference of former associates of Prot. 
Muenter was held at the Quadrangle club of 
the University of Chicago in the afternoon 
with the view-of taking steps to locate him. 
As no tangible line of procedure could be de- 
termined upon at the time, it was decided to 
await developments in the case. 

One report concerning Muenter was cor- 
rected at the university. It was learned that 
when he lived in Chieago he was nat an ad- 
vocate of faith healing. His wife belonged 
to the Church of Christ, Scientist, at Fortieth 
street and Drexel boulevard., It Was saia 
that when. the first child wes born to his wife 
in the flat at 5620 Ingleside Avenue, Prot. 
Muenter objected to the calling in. of a faith 
healer, but finally accepted his wife’s dictum 
in that regard. 


Mind May Be Unbalanced. 

Among the best known men, at the Univer, 
sity of Chicago Who are acquainted: with 
Prof. Muenter are Starr Willard Cutting, 
Adolph C. von Noe, Philp S. Allen, J. M. 
Crow, and Camillo von Klenze, head of the 
German department. All of them are firmly 
of the belief that Muenter’s mind-is unbal- 
anced. - 

J. M. Crow, Who enjoyed the closest’ac- 
quaintarce with Muenter, said 

I believe Muenter must be mentally un- 
balanced. However, im all the time I was 
acquainted with him he never displayed any 
evidences of insanity. He received his bach- 
elor’s degree in 1900, and then remained in 
the graduste school for a year and a half, 
studying for a doctor’s degree. He then 
went to the University of Kansas, at To- 
peka, to tes eh. From there he went to Har- 
vard in 1903.

N. W. Horris, the banker, ag a guide. He 
remained with Mr. Harris for four months.

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PARIS, April 28.—When R. J. Thompson 
of Chicago, secretary of the Lafayette statue 
commission, made a trip to Paris in 1901 he 
was received by President Loubet, who gave 


him the presidential box at the Opera. All 
of those connected with the Eafayette monu- 
ment movement recetved recognition in the 
same way. Ferdinand W. Peck was selected 
to present the statue to France. Archbishop 
Ireland was chosen to deliver the dedicatory 
address. Thomas Hastings of New York was 
made architect. Secretary Thompson, 
Archbishop Ireland, Thomas Hastings, and 
Mrs. Daniel. Manning, as representing the 
Daughters of the Revolution, were made 
Knights of the legion of honor. The distinc. 
tion given Mrs. Manning was a singular 
honor, for few women have ever been thus 
recognized by the grand chancellery. Only 
two other American women have ever been 
made knights. One of these is the marquise de 
Wentworth, the artist; the other is Mrs. 
Potter Palmer of Chicago, who was 4 com- 
missioner to the exhibition of 1900.

KAISER BACKINGSULTAN? 


‘Dispute Over Boundary Gravest 
Clash Between England and 
Turkey-in Many Years.

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNSE.] 

LONDON. April 28.—Although the sultan 
has given way at the last moment in every 
Serious dispute in the last twenty years, 
there is a feeling of grave uneasiness in gov- 
ernment circles over the present Egyptian 
boundary crises. , } 

The Turkish attitude is one of determined 
aggression, and the British authorities have 
no option but to resort to the prompt use of 
military and naval measures to drive the sul- 
tan from his present position. 

Whether the display of force will result in 
the usual retreat depends entirely on what is 
behind the Turkish polity. The sultan de- 
liberately has opened the whole Egyptian 
question and done it in a manner whieh 
leaves only two possible issues of the crisis, 
he must elther push his claim to Egyptian 
sovereignty to the logical conclusion, which 
means war with England, or back down and 


Egypt. Then the present farce of the 
khedive's vas8alage and Englands “ tempo- 
rary occupation ’’ will come to an end. 

Whatever may be said of the sultan he is 
too shrewd a man to raise this issue lightly 
and without some great plan and motive re- 
garding future developments. 

The idea which naturally seizes the British 
mind is that the kaiser, out of revenge for 
Algeciras, is making Turkey a catspaw to 
annoy Britain. There is strong reason for 
disagreeing with this view, but there is no 
doubt one of Germany's most effective moves 
against England in ease of war between 
those countries would be to arouse the Mos- 
ee against Britain, both in Egypt and 

ndia. 


Influence of Germany Felt. 


German intiuence at Constantinople te per- 
haps great enough to secure Abdul's coGper- 
ation in such an emergency. It is obviously 
not to Germany's interest, however, to pro- 
voke a conflict between Turkey and England 
when the latter is free to turn the whole of 
its energies against the ottoman empire. 
The German intrigue in the present move- 
ment, therefore, could only be accounted for 
by the kaiser’s purpose to begin a struggle 
himeelf againet England as soon as the pres- 
ent crisis has developed. i 

Nobody seriously believes any such move 
ment is contemplated in Berlin. The most 
reasonable supposition ie that the sultan is 
acting on his own initiative. His design. 
some argue, in merely attempting to put 
pressure on Britain. is to gain its consent to 
an increase in the Turkish customs or to pay 
an indemnity for disputed territory. Most 
diplomatists regard this motive as wholly 
inadequate, but there are others who see in 
this maneuver the culmination of a great 
plan to open the long threatened holy war.“

Chicago City Railway Demon- | 


strates the Benefit of Pri- 
vate Ownership. 


FAVOR TO ITS EMPLOYES.| 


Engineers Walk Out of Illinois 
Mines Which May Be Ruined 
by Elements. 


The Chicago City railway demonstrated to 
its employés yesterday the materia! benefits 
of private ownership by granting a general 
increase of wages to its men, which makes 
them the highest paid men for this class of 
work in thé United States. The higher 
scale will go into effect May 1. 

The increased wages granted by the rail- 
way company will be appreciated only the 
more because of the pecullar conditions un- 
der which they come. When the railway 
men's union drew up their proposed scale of 
wages to take the place of the agreement 
which expires on May 1, it contained, as 
usual, a request for increased wages for 
many of the classes of workmen. It was un- 
Gerstood, however, that there was little hope 
of securing the higher scale because of the 
factithat the men already were receiving 
wages as high as were paid in any other city 
ip the country. 


| Concession Comes as Surprise. : 


The defeat of the men in the big street 
ear strike had not been forgotten, and there 
was a clause in the contract under which 
they were working which prevented a strike. 
For these reasons the demand, to a great 
extent, merely was following out an old prece- 
dent of making demands for increased wages 
each year. 

But General Manager Mason B. Starring 
requested that a committee representing the 
men call upon him and discuss the situation. 
The meeting was held in the afternoon, and, 
after two hours’ discussion of the situation, 
the general increase was granied, and a new 
scale of wages for the next fifteen months 
was signed by the ¢ommittee representing 
the workmen. 

The increase grants a scale of 25 cents 
an hour for all motermen and conductors 
who have deen in the employ of the com- 


| pany more than one year. This scale et 


wages is not paid to the men employed in 
New York until they have worked five years. 
and in Boston until after ten years of serv- 
ice. The scale has been 24 cents an hour on 
the City railway. 

An increase in wages amounting to about 
5 per cent of the scale which now obtains 
was granted to the men in the other branches 
of work, 


Coal Mines in Danger. 


The send situation reached the acute stage, 
at least as far as the Illinois operators are 
concerned, when the engineers in charge of 
the mines were ordered out yesterday because 


rking up 
the calling of the strike prohibited the en- 
giheers and other men who take care of the 
Mines from walking out in case of a strike. 

If the engineers and pumpmen and other 
men whe are included In the present walkout 
leave the mines at the mercy of the elements 
and the inexperienced men who may de em 

loyed to take their places, the mines soon 

fll be filled with water, ares — 
enormously as well as indefinitely delaying 
the reopening of uhe mines, should any terms 
ot peace be reached. 

Many of the operators in the southern part 
Of the state have employed nonunion men to 
take the places of the men Who have w 
om, and they declare that the new move is 
the beginning of the end of the strike, as 
none but nonunion men can be hired to work 
with the men who now are at work. 


Brick Men in Conference. 


7 The conference between the lilinols Brick 
company and employés, which was held in 


the offices of the company in the Chamber f 


Commerce building im the Afternoon, ad- 
journed until Moncny withoyt any definite 
action. The committee representing 2,600 
men employéd by the company demanded a 
general increase of wages beginning June 1, 
when the old contract expires. The com- 
pany’s officials declare that as the men had 
not asked for thé changes in sufficient time 
for them to give the Cemande ample consider- 
ation, the contract under which they now are 
working should obtain for at least another 
month. This probably will be agreed upon by 
the men.

FRIEND WRITES-OF VOYA 
OF AMERICAN AT 


Yankees on Way to the Olympic Games 
at Athens Find It Hard to Train on 
Shipboard. 


LETES. 


Letters received by THe TRIBUNE from 
Hugo M. ‘Friend of the University of Chi- 
cago tell of the ocean voyage of the Ameri- 
can team of athletes that competed in the 
Olympic games at Athens. In his first letter 
Friend fully describes the accident on board 
the Barbarossa, in which several of the stars 
were disabled. 

Under date of April ¥, Friend says the men 
had become used to ocean travel and able 
to take up their training with some sort of 
system. 

We left Hoboken on a perfeet spring day 
and hardly a ripple could be seen on the 
water,” writes Friend. On Wednesday, 
however, we encountered what the captain 
ea Hed a ground swell. The ship pitched badly 
and soon almost every member of the team 
was seasick. After two days of this we be- 
came accustomed to the motion of the boat 
and every one was eating like a horse,’ as ) 
Sheridan expressed it. 

It was at first quite a problem to do 
effective training aboard ship, but things 
have become syetematized. The daily rou- 
tine consists of a long sun bath each morn- 
ing. The distance men jog around the lower 
deck, which is about nine laps to the mile. 
They alternate pace and often finish with a 
fast sprint. All the men do pulléy, _—— 
and dumb bell exercises. 


Sprinters Practice Starts. 

The sprinters and hurdlers train together, 
there being a straightaway of about 100 fards 
on the lower deck, where most of the work is 
done’ Hahn, Schick, Moulton, Eaton, Suey- 
rouge, and Robertson have been practicing 
starts and go down the path at about half or 
three-quarter speed. The motion of the boat 
seems to affect the sprinters and middie dis- 
tance men more than the others, and they 
complain of sore muscles. For this reason 
the work has been more or less restricted, 

“ Edgren, the shotputter, has had an at- 
tack of ‘tonsilitis, wltich has left him in a 
weakened condition. This, eoupled with 
Mitchell’s disability, leaves the team with 
only one man in the weight events—Sheridan, 
whose work, however, has been so promising 
Re can easily take care of the weight events 
for us. Last Friday he made a put of 43 
feet with the sixteen pound shot. The discus, 
though, is his specialty. 

‘“Ewry amuses the passengers with his 
springy stunts. Every morning he intro- 
duces some new trick in the way of hitch 
kicking, standing hig and standing broad 
jumping, and hop, step, and jumping. He is 
such an old‘timer that his form is perfect. 
Another form of amusement is boxing, the 
party being paired off according to size, gen- 
| erally winding up with heavyweight exhibi- 
tions by Sheridan and Sullivan. 


Athletes Disabled by Wave. 

“Tt was Wednesday forenoon, when the 
wind was at its height, that we nearly had 
a disastrous mishap. Six of the men, about 
the only ones who were not sick, went to 
the ex:reme bow of the boat to see if they 
couldn't get sick.’ The nose of the boat 
dipped into a big wave, which struck the 
athletes with such force as to completely 
throw them off their feet and dash them in 
different directions. Harvey Cohen nearly 
was washed overboard, It was only through 
the quick action 6f Bornamann, who drew 
Cohen back over the railing, that a serious 
acciaent was averted, 

„As ji was, Hillman and Cohen both were 
bruised hadly about the legs, and Jim Mitchell 
sustained a dislocated shouldef, as a result 
of being thrown against a heavy anchor, 
chain. Fhey all were shaken up badly and 
cor.sicgernb'y frightened. Mitchell still car- 
ries his arm in a sling, and it seems doubtful 
if he wiil be able to compete at Athens.“ 

From Gibraltar comes another letter, which 
tells cf the practice secured by the athletes 
at that pont. 

„Upon landing we were driven to the old 
garrison race track for a workout,” says 
Friend. “It had been the intention of the 
men to hold a series of relay races between 
the sprinters and the middle distance men, 
bu: Manaxer Halpin would not allow it, 
fearing it wdpld be injurious for the runners 
td let trenuelyes out after the long voyage. 
Vherefore our training at Gibraltar was along 
the same nes as on shipbeard. The four 
Marathon runners took advantage of the op- 
portuni*y ft: twelve miles, Spring, For- 
shaw, and Frank alternating setting pace, 
with Fowler following. They all finished 
compartively fresh. 

“The sprintére, Schick, Hahn, Sueyrouze, 
Robertson, Moulton, and Eaton, practiced 
starting with the pistol, graduaily lensth- 
ening the distance until the full 100 meters 
were covered. Schick had just recovered 
from an attack of tonsilitis, but seemed to 
have regained all his old speed. Hahn 
seemed in better condition than any of the 
sprinters. Fay Moulton has been out of 
the game so long it seems difficult for him 
to get back into shape. Manager Halpin, 
though, is counting on him for the 400 meters 
rather than the 100. It looks if America 
would have to depend upon Hahn and Schick 
in the sprints, 
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“ The middle distance men, Valentine, Par- 
sons, and Pilgrim, ran through a slow 800 / 
‘meters in about 2:10. Lightbody and gulll- 


van also worked over the full mile in about 
5:00. Bonhag and Cohen, the five milers, ran 
49 miles The hurdlers went over the 

gh sticks several times, then contented 
themselves. sprinting and jumping ropes. 
Owing to there being no takeoff or dirt bed 
the jumpers had to do the same. Sheridan 
did 123 feet with the discus, Greek style, and 
two feet better his own way.’ 

Friend’s third letter was also mailed from 
Gibraltar, having been written on shipboard. 
It tells of the last three days of the trip. 
He writes:

It was ‘ gravy’ for the 
American, who threw the Spaniard five times 
in twenty minutes. 

Another bit of excitement was furnished 
this morning, when the final of the shuffle- 
board tournament was played off. Borna- 
mann and Parsons won, beating Glover and 
Bonhag, amid the wildest kind of excite-

A detailed list of the entries in the early 
closing events at Buffalo has reached me 
from Secretary Bentley, and the showing is 
certainly a grand one. It looks noy as if 
Buffalo would be the bright particular star 
of the grand circuit this year, as theré is no 
occasion for trouble over the betting ques- 
tion in New York, and there is a certainty 
of large fleide of good horses im all the classes.

Provided Property Should Revert to 
Donors if Liquors Were Sold,

Gupreme court today sustained a reversion 
clause in a deed which provided that in case 
‘Of the sale of intoxicating liquors on the 
premises the property should revert to the 
dénors. The decision was renderef in the 
case of the Lewiston Water and Power com- 
pany. respondent, vs. E. N. Brown, Henry 
Reed, and W. R. Wilson, appellants, from 
Asotin county.

CONGRESS PLANS REVISION . 
OF THE IMMIGRATION ACT. 


New Measure Is Expected to Improve 
the Quality of Immigrants and Dis- 
tribute Them More Widely. 


Washington, . Cus April 28,—[Special.J— 
A revision of the immigration act of 1903 15 
planned by congress. The new legislation 
will. not be radical, The thought is to im- 
prove the quality of the immigrants and to 
provide for a wider distribution of them after 
they reach the shores of America. 

The bureau of immigration says the incom- 
ers will number more than a million for the 
fiscal year. The total may reach a million 
and a half. The legislative status of the 
proposed revision of the present law is as 
follows: ° 

The senate committee on Immigration has 
reported a revision, bill introduced by Sena- 
tor Dillingham, which occupi¢s 3 place on 
the calendar is to be considered after the 
raiirdad rate bill is out of the way. 

The house committee has under consid- 
eration. a bill reported to it by age cng 
tee. This bill differs materially from the 
Dillingham bill, but the committee is dis- 
posed to make it conform in most respects 
to the senate bill. 

The Dillingham bill first of all takes the 
administration of the law away from the 
secretary of the treasury and lodges it with 
the. secretary of the department of com- 
merce and labor. This change, it is ex- 
plained; is necessary, as the bureau of im- 
migration, which is attached to the depart- 
memt of commerce and labor, has to do di- 
rectly with the enforcement of the law. 

The revision proposes to increase the head 
tax from $2 to $5. 

An entirely new section relating to-aliens 
leaving the United States is inserted, the 
object being to persuade immigrants to take 
out naturalization papers promptly. 

It is provided that aliens brought to this 
country in violation of law shall be taken 
back without charge and it is stipulated that 
the transportation company shall not exact 
any security from the immigrant for the 
payment of any charge. 

A new section provides for a.division of 
information within the bureau of immigra- 
tion for the purpose of securing a distribu- 
tion of immigrants among the several states 
and territories. . At present most of the im-

is one feature of the case which 
may properly be referred to. It ig that 
the prima facie evidence on which the 
indictment is based was not brought to 
light by public officials. It was submitted 
to the state’s attorney by a private organ- 
ization—the Citizens’ association. If ‘t 
had not been for unofficia) activity Linn's 
thefts might never have been discovered 
and Mr. Cooke never have been troubled 
by civil and criminal proceedings. It 
never would have occurted to the county 
board to investigate—in order to find out 
why the earnings of some of the courts 
had fallen off. The judges never would 
have inquired whether the additional men 
whose employment they authorized were 
actually at work. 

A private agency has been more sus- 
picious and inquisitive than the officials 
whose duty it was to provide against dis- 
honesty in the various departments of the 
county government. That is discredft- 
able to the officials, and it becomes them 
to be more alert and distrustful in the 
future. Some of the men who voted to 
give thé county board millions for the 
construction of a new courthouse may be 
doubtful whether they acted wisely when 
they see how blind successive county 
boards have been to wholesale thievery 
in the office of at least one court clerk. 

The public should acknowledge its obli- 
gations to the private agencies whjch 
have performed a public duty. But it 
ought not to be obliged to rely on those 
agencies. Private organizations, which 
begin with the best of intentions and per- 
form valuable services, are too apt to de- 
generate. There is danger of their falling 
into the hands of self-seeking men who 
use them for unworthy purposes. The 
Municipal Voters’ league illustrates that. 
An association whose specialty is the un- 
earthing of official rascality may become 
too suspicious, may see evil where there 
is none, and make unjust accusations. 

As long as voters are reckless in the 
choice of public officials and elect men 
who are dishonest unless they are 
watched, or who are unable to detect the 
bold thefts of others. there will be need 
ot private detectives. That is a poor apol- 
ogy for a government—steady thievery 
and occasional exposure. That is the 
kind of government we shall have until 
the voters, or those who boss the voters, 
conclude that honest and capable men 
should be put in office. 


PROMOTION OF CHERS. 

Supt. Cooley proposes an improvement in 
the plan now in force to induce teachers 
to continue to grow in breadth of learning, 
or rather to recognize officially the efforts 
made by earnest teachers to make them- 
selves more useful to the schools. Promo- 
tions in the schools are based upon the 
theory that up to a certain point a teacher 
gains in efficiency by experience, but that 
after seven years the teacher ceases to ad- 
vance unless she is interested in some line of 
study for her own intellectual advancement. 
A young woman fresh from school enters 
the profession of teaching with enthusiasm. 
Her theories are modified by experience, 
her knowledge is put to a daily test, she be- 
comes more capable each year. She has 
little time to study; on the contrary, she 
needs relaxation out-of school hours for the 
nervous strain which the work involves. 
After a certain number of years, which no 
doubt varies in individual cases but must be 
fixed arbitrarily at some uniform point and 
is placed at seven years, her knowledge of 
books and theories needs freshening, teach- 
ing often becomes a tiresome routine, her 
enthusiasm diminishes, and she is likely to 
fall into mechanical! repetitions.

To encourage the teachers whd realise 


that there are things in the world which 
they have not yet mastered, a system of pro- 
motion beyond the former maximum of 
salary has been in force for several years, 
based upon efficiency in teaching as recorded 
by semi-annual reports and successful study 
as tested by examination. There has been 
some complaint that examinatior is not al- 
ways a fair test. A hot day, a headache, 
fatigue, a physical or mental disturbance, 
entirely temporary, may cause a teacher to 
fail who the next day might pass. To meet 
this objection, Supt. Cooley proposes that 
a teacher may take up a course of study af 
the Normal school or in any other approved 


institution and receive the same recognition 


of credits obtained in this way as if they 
had been obtained by examination. The 
teacher may attend afternoon or evening 
classes or summer sessions of the higher edu- 
cational institutions in Chicago, knowing 
that while the most important gain to them- 
selves is increased knowledge the increased 
efficiency in teaching which results from it 
will be recognized without the possibility 
of an accidental slip in examination destroy- 


ping the credit for a year’s work. 


As thus modified, the promotional system 
of the Chicago schools can hardly be im- 
proved, except in the opinion of those who 
hold that advanced years should be the only 
basis for advanced pay, and who feel in- 
snited at the thought that their work as 
teachers should be inspeeted or that their 
universal knowledge should be questioned. 


“ONLY A WOMAN'S HAIR.” 

A literary specialist in beauty culture has 
evidence irrefutable to offer that woman’s 
crowning glory is still her hair, in spite of 
the sex’s well known attention to other 
equally conspicuous details of personal ap- 
pearance. Out of a thousefid letters re- 
ceived by Marian Martineau in one week, in 
response to an article of her’s published in 
Tue Sunpar Tumors concerning the cul 
tivation and preservation of beauty, 98 per 
cent are about the hair.

How energetically and success 
fully it has pressed its work was told in de- 
tail in Thursday’s Trisune. The’ ma- 
chinery which had been so effective in pro- 
moting the business interests of the city 
proved equally effective when utilized for a 
nobler purpose. 

The commiercial association has given evi- 
dence that it has the capacity to undertake 
in a time ot great emergency special work 
of a kind unthought of when it was or- 
ganized. The ability of the traihed business 
men of Chicago, when united and codperat- 
ing harmoniously to make a splendid record 
in whatever direction they are called on to 
exert themselves, has been exemplified. 

The commercial association could have 
done nothing better calenlated ta gain for 
it the respect and confidence of the commu- 

nity. Chicago has learned that it“ has an 
organization ready and able for any work. 
It -will become a stronger organization for 
purposes of business and benevolence, Men 
who have not cared to be members will 
hasten to joinit and get the credit which will 
flow from belonging to the Chicago Commer- 
cial association. 


DEGENERACY OF THE STAGE. 

Mr. William Winter, the veteran New 
York dramatic critic, recently talked to 
the Twentieth Century ¢lub of that city 
upon The Theater and the Public.” He 
availed himself of the opportunfty to pre- 
sent his reedllections of the stage during 
the half century he has been criticising 
dramatic performances and to make some 
striking characterizations of actors and 
ee some of the causes of what he 
thinks is thé decadence of the theater. 
This is the pungent* way in which he 
characterizes some of the dramatists who 
are now having a vogue among the cul- 
tured set: 

Ibsen, the Norwegian dramatist, with i fis baleful 
types of the, depravity resultant from hereditary 
disease; Pinero, the English dramatist, with his 
nauseous images of carnal vice and social corrup- 
tion; Shaw, the Irish dramatist, with his pertness 
of paradox, his sophistical immorality, and his 
cheap, second hand shimmer of cynicism; Maeter- 
linck, the Beigian dramatist, with his fantastic 
symbolism, which is half affectation and half u- 
nacy; and that dire charlatan who calis himself Ga- 
briel d“ Annunsio, the Italian dramatist, with his 
menagerie of wanton monsters—each and all have 
found a numerous following, and each and all are 
equally prosperous and diligent in polluting the 
silver stream of literature, the public morals, and 
the public taste. 

Nor was Mr. Winter any the less pur- 
gent in his references to the sensation 
drama, the opera bouffe, the semi-nude 
burlesque, “ the tainted French drama of 
matrimonial incontinence,” the problem 
play, the various foreign “ eccentricities ” 
such as Fechter's Hamlet, Salvini’s Othel- 
lo, animal, sensual, ferocious, and dis- 
tinctly untrue to Sbikspeare; Bern- 
hardt’s “ hateful women, Duse’s “ affecta- 
tion and dreary photographic method,” 
the Ibsen, Maeterlinck, and Shaw move- 
ments, in which “the crank drama: has 
reached its fruition”; and the plays of 
Clyde Fitch, whieh are like “creation in 
the book of Genesis, ‘without form and 
void. n 5 

There has never been a more honest, a 
more courageous, critic than William Win- 
ter. He has always stood for the highest 
and the best, and always condemned, and 
sometimes scourged, the theatrical, man 
with the muck rake. He has urged, in 
season and out of season, that acting 
should never be degraded, and contended 
that the actor should regard his art as a 
religion to assist, in developing intellectual 
and spiritual culture. The dominant idea 
of Mr. Winter's address was that the 
prevince of art is the ministry of beauty, 
and the duty of ite ministers is to hold 
fast by the intellect and thus promote the 
welfare and happiness not of a few but 
of all mankind.” 

There are already some signs of the 6 
generation of the stage—at least 
observers are optimistic enough to th 
so. Better plays are beginning to take 
the place of the problem indecencies and 
of the vulgar, showy, and silly affairs 
which come up of a night like weeds. 
For a. considerable period almost every- 
thing the stage has presented has ap- 
pealed purely to the senses. Mr. Winter 
in his address aptly characterized the ad- 
Verse influences under which the stage 
had been. conducted as “ eynical levity 
and unscrupulous commerce with Popular

There are many things here with which 
American eyes are so familiar that they 
have ceaséd to see their inherent absurd- 
ity. There are bits of stray sunshine 
which have not yet beem fixed on paper. 
Mr. Browne will be among us four months 
taking notes and if there is any humoreus 
phase of American life which he does not

MR. BURNHAM’S SPLENDID TASE. 

It is a great undertaking to which Mr. 
Daniel H. Burnham has been summoned 
by former Mayor Phelan, spokesman of the 
merchants’ association and. the business in. 
terests of San Francisco. “ Come at once,’ 
wires Mr. Phelan, “ we need. your advice 
and co§perations We are going to rebuild 
San Francisco as the model eity of the 
world. 9 

3 Dee the fact that great fires have al- 

been followed hitherto by hasty re 
butting schemes, carried out substantially 
according to the pretxisting t plan, the 
people of San Francisco. evi ly propose 
to improve upon this history. Mr. Burn- 
ham’s plan dealt not with the superstruc- 
ture but with the basic framework of San 
Francisco—with the advantages to be gained 
by a modified system of streets and public 
places. ‘The call to him would therefore 
seem to indicate a determination to bring 
about such fundamental changes in the 
scheme of the city as he suggested. 

The obstacles in the way of such changes 
wili, of course, be exceedingly serious, even 
though the site itself is practically clear. 
The changes ‘would require action by the 
local authorities, possibly by the state au- 
thorities and certainly by the courts. They 
would thus involve delay) They would en- 
counter selfish interests, doctrinaire objec- 
tions, and also inertia. On the other hand, 
the people ofthe stricken city are displaying 
& truly remarkable disposition to turn their 
disaster into a great opportunity—an oppor 
tunity to build a really noble and idealistic 
city. 

Every one agrees that Mr. Burnham is 
the man to Aid and guide that disposition. 
His connection with the planning of the 
World's fair at Chicago, with the plans de-

He believes that harmonious 
ekyline conditions should be required. He 
holds that the new town should be fire- 
proof, and as far as possible ‘earthquake 
proof, and he suggests that these added de- 
mands upon the architect may develop “a 
new school of building.“ Most of all, he 
hopes that the general plan of the city will 
be so changed as to provide for a real civic 
center, for ample parks, pledsure grounds, 
diagonal thoroughfares, and encircling 
boulevards, for local centers in different 
parts of the city where may be assembled 
the public and semi-public buildings of those 
districts, and for the creation of all these 
features as parts of a harnionious whole.” 

It is indeed a splendid ang difficult task 
to which he has been invited and concerning 
which he is to make his decision on Monday. 
It he goes, his great organizing ability, his 
special knowledge of the subject involved,

HE sun is doing its best in the late Indian 

Summer day. You are enjoying a quiet 
ramble along a rocky bluff. Suddenly you 
hear a low rustie in thé dry leaves. You 
look and see a garter snake disappear 
under a stump. Within a few rods you 
hear and see other snakes, and you wonder 
what they are all doing here. They are 
preparing to go into hibernation in their winter quar- 
ters, and a rocky bluff or a deserted quarry are favorite 
places. Here the snakes from the neighborhood collect 
and crawl into deep crevices and holes below the frost 
line to sleep away the long northern winter. 

Snakes, like other cold blooded creatures, are much 
more dependent on external conditions than most warm 
blooded animals, who carry a natural furnace within, 
and whose blood remains at the same temperature win- 
ter and summer. Not so with snakes. In hot weather 
they are quick and active; under low temperature they 
becothe sluggish, and, if they make a mistake’ about 
their winter quarters and freeze stiff, they never wake 
up again.

Snakes and Flowers Together. 


The. favorite hiding grounds of snakes are often 
also favorable haunts of our early spring flowers. Visit 
these places in April or May, and you may come upon 
enough snakes to make you question whether or not you 
really are seeing things as they are. The snakes are 
having their mating season, and you may find from 
five to ten of them in one confused coil. Once, when I 
was picking early violets around an elder bush, I found 
five garter snakes coiled and twisted into a tangle on 
the elder branches about six feet from the ground.

Milk Snakes Love Water. 


A little later in the season the young are born or 
the eggs are laid. Our common garter snakes are vivi- 
parus—that is, the young are born alive. The large 
mk snake. also called water snake and bull snake in 
the northwest, lays eggs, and it has been my good for- 
tune to observe a good deal of the life history of this 
interesting serpent. The. favorite home of this large 
spotted creature is near water, especially near 
a country bridge. I know a certain bridge 
where I find one of these every summer. One day 
I see the big spotted and mottled snake coiled up 
for a sun bath: another day I find him glidi:.c through 
the Krass in search of frogs. But he is also fond of 
fish and water rats. Once I found bim hanging over 
the stone abutment under the bridge. He had bent his 
tail like a hook over the edge of the stone wall. His 
head was hanging five feet below. In this position he 
was ready to pounce upon any fish or other small crea- 
ture that might appear below. It was a grewsome 
sight. When he found himself watched he dropped into 
the creek, swam across, and disappeared in the weeds 
on the other side. 

The books class this snake as harmless, but my 
dog has a different opinion, based on personal experi- 
ence. He kills every innocent garfer snake and once 
he attacked a big milk snake. He seized and shook it 
in the way he handles a garter snake, but the big ser- 
pent fastened on his neck and hung there a second 
or two. The battle ended with the death of the snake, 
but the victor had a badly swollen neck for several 
days, and since then he will not touch a milk snake, 
although he manifests his hatred by great excitement 
and vigorous barking. He never mistakes a milk snake 
for a garter snake.

Snake Eggs Hard to Find. 

Almost every country boy has found turtle eggs, 
but snake eggs are not so easily found.

Terrifying Encounter with Blow Snake. 

Lakt summer I had an experience with a blow 
snake that almost made me think I had been punished 
for those snake collections of my boyhood. I was walk- 
ing along a sunny river bank, when I heard an awful 
hissing. Listen.“ I said to my friend. there's a big 
blower: he is over yonger.” and I started towards a 
clump of pines. “ ee abe my friend called, he is 
right in front of you.” And there he was. His head 
and neck as flat as a man's hand and his brown mottled 
bady over two feet long. 

I set up my camera and took his picture. - When- 
ever I moved a little he hissed like a small steam en- 
gine. When I had finished taking his picture, and he 
neither retreated nor advanced for an attack, I poked 
him with a long stick Immediately, as F by a magic 
touch. he went through a grewsome performance. His 
mouth opened wide, showing all red inside, then he 
writhed and wriggled, drawing the twisting coils of his 
body through his gaping, slimy mouth, from which the 
forked black tongue hung as limp as a thread. When 
he began to writhe he also emitted a most horrible 
odor. In a moment the writhing ceased, but the snake 
had completely turned over on his back. His under side 
presented a peculiar livid green, the abdomen was de- 
pressed, and ‘the ends of all the ribs showed through 
the skin. “The mouth still gaping and the animal 
lay perfeetly still. I uched him several times, but 
he did not move. He was in a spasm and presented a 
horrible sight. Thus he lay for seven minutes; then 
he slowly turned around and began to crawl away. 

I touched him again with a stick, and immediately 
he ‘went into spasms again, but not quite so violently 


and without emitting the odor. This time he remained 


rigid only five minutes, and then began to glide towards 
the nearest bushes.

Blow Snake a Fearful Bluffer. 
Now. what does this peculiar behavior mean? Tt 
simply means that the blow snake or spreading adder 
(Heterodon platirhinas) is perfectly harmless, but that 


he is the greatest Har living. His whole performance 
is a bluff to scare you. If his big looking flattened 
head and his fearful hissing do not scare you, and you 
touch him, he opens his mouth wide and begins euch a 
awful twisting and wriggling that you run away, think- 
ing he is coming for vou to poison you, if mot to eat 
you alive. If your nerves are strong enough to stane 
this performance also, he apparently commits suicide, 
so there is no use of harming him further: If you stay 
through it all, he gives up the whole show and make 
“or the nearest brush as quickly as he can. 

All harmless snakes, if they do not simply try to 
get away like the pretty green grass sndke, try to scare 
the intruder by hissing and showing fight. Some of 
them actually mimic the poisonous snakes. The com 
mon milk snake, for instance, will vibrate its tail sc 

idiy that it makes a noise like that of a rattlesnake. 

he general resemblance of harmless snakes to 
poisonous snakes undoubtedly often saves the former 
from their animal enemies, but does not help them with 
the woodsman and the settler. The average man simply 


kills every snake he sees. 


The story that they charm birds so they cannot 
escape is a superstition founded on insufficient observa- 
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tion. Old birds often act crippled in the presence of 
an enemy. in order to draw him away from their nest. 
If a bird thus comes. within reach of the snake he is 
seized. Another superstition is the story that the milk 
snake, or western water snake, will suck milk from the 
cows. Many people believe it, but I never found one 
who had seen it.. It may be that a snake will drink 
sweet milk out of a pan, because it is well known that 
they drink water quite freely. and the story of their 
milking the cows may have originated by their acci- 
dentally getting into a milk pan.

Snakes Are Skillful Fishers. 


Did you} ever see a snake fish? Some of them are 
quite expert/at it. Once I came upon a big garter snake 
that was making things unpleasantly lively for the 
minnows in a little pool. The poor little fish were dart- 
ing about in great fright, while the hungry serpent just 
caught and swallowed one after the other. 

The most peculiar case of a enake fishing I met on 
a small alder fringed trout stream in northern Minne 
sota. J felt a heavy strike and saw something whitish.

Snake Superstitions Mostly False. 

There are many interesting points connected with 
the habits and structure of snakes, and many are the 
popular superstitions current 2 them besides those 
already referred to. 

There is the story about the 1 snake that takes 
its tail into its mouth and ros along like a hoop in 
fierce pursuit of you. The whole hoop snake is a myth. 
No snake moves that way. A snake moves by means of 
its numerous ribs which are very loosely joined to the 
backbone. The lower ends of the ribs are pushed for- 
ward and then pulled back, while the scales of the ab- 
domen catch on the ground, the grass or brush, and 
thus the whole body is pulled along. On a smooth 
surface like a cement sidewalk, a snake moves with 


some difficulty.

How Huge Objects Are Swallowed. \ 


How can a snake swallow an animal of greater 
ircumference than itself? The snake's lower jaws are 
joined to the head and to each other by elastic bands. 
These bands and the outer skin and the stomach stretch 
like rubber and enable a comparatively thin snake to 
swallow a large morsel. No snake can chew its food 
or even tear off pleces from its prey. All stories to that 
effect fre fables. Snakes do not need food as regularly 
as warmblooded animals. After a big meal, they can 
fast for weeks and even months without harm, but if 
kept permanently without feod they will starve. 

Tt is a common superstition that an injured snake 
will not die until after sunset. It is true that a 
wounded snake will die slowly. A rattlesnake’s head 
will bite and can poison. one some time after it is cut 
from the body. The nervous system of all coldblooded 
creatures is not so strongly centered in the brain as it 
is in warmblooded animals, hence a severe injory will 
not produce instant Pi

How to Distinguish Poisonous Snakes. 

Is there any way to distinguish the hanmiless snakes 
from the poisonous ones? There is no general rule for 
this purpose. The only way to do ts to become 
acquainted with the snakes of one’s own region. The 
black snakes, the tiny red and green grass snakes, gar- 
ter snakes and blow snakes are harmiess. The rattie- 
snakes and water moccasins are poisonous. 

An easy way to catch an innocent snake is the fol- 
lowing: Put your foot on the snake just behind the 
head, so that it cannot turn its body around or twist 
ims head around. Then grasp it firmly right behind 
the head and it is absolutely in your power and cannot 
bite you. In this way I have secured for purposes of 
study any number of our innocent snakes without he- 
ing bitten. One must not throw his weight on the ani- 
mal so as to injure it. 4s to potsonous snakes, 
I either kill them or leave them alone: They are too 
dangerous to take home.

Stories of snakes pursuing human beings are fables 
originating in a scared ‘imagination. All our snakes 
belong to the humble folks of nature as far as man i= 
concerned. Their only desire is to be left in peace. 
The object of rattling and hissing i« to warn off any 
intruder. The wild animals and even range horses and 
cattle have learned to respect the warning. They seem 
to know instinctively that the warning might be backed 
up by the dreadful poison fangs. The poisonous snakes 
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must have had a rather easy time on earth before man, 


their arch enemy. appeared, because until] then, practi- 
cally every living thing was afraid of a full grown rat- 
tler. Man always has waged a relentiess war against 
all snakes. The possibility of being suddenly poisoned 
by a creature whose presence one did not suspect and 
whom one could have no intention to harm, has worked 
upon man’s nerves. Few of us would agree with the 
eminent naturalist, John Muir, that rattlesnakes are 
such innocent creatures that nobody should molest 
them. The trouble with the poisonous snakes is that 
they don’t know that the other fellow is harmless, ard,

Alum affords a typical case, showing Glearly the 
formation of axes.

Stock s Real Wert a Hard to Fix. 

The same condition holds us to the ether 
forms of property, with a wider possibility 
of differences in some holdings.

yet a market value of 200 or 800 or more, 
Manifestiy the book value of 100 ls got 
enough, while the feet that there is none 
of the stock queted on the market maxes 
the determination of the values difficult. 

There may be an investment based upon 
the future of some patenied invention in 
which the prospects of big dividends are 
to make the value of the stock: And fre- 
quently the problem of goed win in 2 
venture or the lack of it must be determined. 
Especially in the stocks that are not quoted 
on the markets it may be hard to fx pon 
the cash value of something whose .alue 
largely depends upon the future conditions 


and handling of the properties represented. 


Where the stock or bonds or like inves:-

A few years 
ago I was interested in the appraisement of 
an estate where a considerable property was 
tied up in stocks that for a year had been 
unusually: active around 150.

State’s Attorney Holds Great Power. 

The property owned by a wealthy man is 
determined in several ways. Realty hold- 
ings, for Instance, are shown by the books 
of record with the recorder of deeds and by 
the possession of the deeds among the papers 
of the owner. Among these same papers of, 
the decedent, found in safety vaults, are 
found the stocks and bonds and certificates 
representing holdings. Bank books, notes, 
and other forms of cash holdings are there. 
Some next ef kim knows the place of other 
forma ef personal property. 

In the process of appraising securities of all 
kinds the state’s attorney's office has wider 
opportunities than anywhere else in making 
objection. The books and records of all such 
heldings may be looked inte by the office 
if there be any feeling om the part of the state 
that the appraisement ia not high enough un- 
der the law. 

When the “ fair cash value ot all property 
of the testator is reached before the Probate 
court and has been passed by the judge of 
the court, the e..ecutors under the will are in 
position to take up the distribution of the 
estate under the provisions of the wil! itselt. 
Before this te dene, all the expense of pro- 
bating the will ts to be taken from the lump 
of the estate’s value; all debts of the testator 
are to be subtracted; the funeral and burial 
expenses of the decedent aré taken off the 
amount. After this the state considers the

Saw Possibility of Steel Bridges. 

Carnegie had been the force in the evolu- 
tion of the steel industry in America. As 
the successor to Scott as division super- 
intendent of the Pittsburg link in the Penn- 
sylvania company his attention had been 
drawn to the innovation replacing wooden 
bridges with bridges of castiron.. Carnegie 
had seen the possibilities of bridges of Besse- 
mer steel, and it was the Carnegie house 
which had put the first 300 foot span of stecil 
out over the currents of the Ohio. 

Forge worker himself, Carnegie had both 
brain and hand for the steel venture, which 
took gigantic form in that year 1892. The 
Carnegie Steel company, limited, with a cap- 
ital of $25,000,000, was the venture. Car- 
negie held 51 per cent of the stock; for, accu- 
rate judge of men that he is, and congratulate 
himself as he will upon the devoted services 
of his organisation, the Carnegie ventures 
are Carnegie’s in the last anaysis. Henry 
Clay Frick became a member of the corpora- - 
tion with 6 per cent of the stock. 

Frick had been a right hand man to Car- 
negie long before. He had been considered 
the daring man of the association. It was 
Frick who suggested the purchase of the oil 
lands and the leases of gas territories whica 
were to become such saving features in fuel. 

* * 


Beginnings of Schwab. 


Schwab was in the new concern—the 
Schwab whom Carnegie had picked up asa 
ragged mountain lad, who had held out for 50 
cents, and got it, for showing the millionaire 
the way over a tortuots mountain road when 
the millionaire had thought 25 cents enough 
for the service. Phipps, Lovejoy, Peacock, 
and Lauder were stockholders. As showing 
the profits of the Carnegie Steel company 
from its organization in 1802, the net profits 
of that year were $4,000,000; the same profits 
for 1899, at the formation of the United States 
Steel corporation, were listed at $21,000,000 
for that year. 

Frick had been the manager of the corpora- 
tion in these years. Carnegie’s first steel 
rails had sold for $174 a ton in 1867; in 1897 the 
gross cost on rails, loaded at the Braddock 
mills, was 312 a ton. It was in January, 1900, 
that the efforts to oust Frick from the steel 


corporation brought the Frick charges aud 
the Frick suits, all of which were hushed in 


a compromise. In 1901 Morgan interests in 
United States Steel absorbed Carnegie, and 
he retired to his Skibo castle in the Scottisn 


highlands. 


Of the $150,000,000 given by this many sided 
millionaire to the cause of almost everything 
but religion, some of the larger gifts may be 
recounted, While his libraries have the at- 
tention of the people more than any other 
of his favored institutions and purposes, the 
sum total for these is inconsiderable by 
comparison.

HEN vernal spring appears to the 

Chicago union milkman at 4 o'clock 

tomorrow morning it will be about 

ten days late according to the al- 

manec, and it will be one day late 

according to union chronology itself. But it 

will be early enough by the clock when the 

milkman’s alarm breaks loose somewhere 
between 8 and 8:30 o’chock. 

But there will be others—incidentally to this 
story. The South Water street teamster, 
who has been reporting at the barnes at 7 
. O'clock in the. morning since last October, 
will have to turn out iu time to reach the 
barnes at 4 o'clock. He will be one of the 


chief sharers of the street with the milkman. 


after that hour, and the two may compare 
notes if they will. 

The milkman, however, as perhaps the 
busiest driver of a team in all Chicago, enters 
upon the spring delivery of milk with more 
vim than does the driver of any other wagon. 
Under normal conditions of mill delivery in 
spring, summer, and early fall, the milk 
wagon man does more work in four. hours 
than the average man does in the eight hour 
day. He can accomplish 30 per cent more 
work in the summer season than in the win- 
ter, within his given eight hours, and while 
tomorrow means rising earlier from his bed 
by at least two hours and a half, it means 
compieting his route as many hours earlier. 

Last winter the milkman started from the 
barns at 8 o’clock in the morning. He could 
not handout a bottle of milk before the clock 
struck without becoming subject to“ a fine 
of $5 for the offense. A second sale before 
8 o’clock meant a penalty of $10; a third of- 
fense would bave been $25, while a fourth 
infraction of the rules meant dismissal] from 
the union and the impossibility of his getting 
on another milk wagon in Chicago. Sundays 
and holidays in the winter segson were the 
exceptions in which the driver might make 
his deliveries as early as he liked. 

At the time of the milkman's call in the 
morning there will be hardly more than a 
glimmer of dawn in the east; to all purposes 
it will be dark as he drives from the barn 
at 4 o’clock; there will be good light at 5 
o'clock, and if it be clear the milkman may 
see the sun about 5:30 o'clock. Before sun- 
rise, however, he will have done a larg 
share of his work in the quickest time ard 
with the least fatigue. 

As driver and deliverer of milk, the milk- 
man on the wagon gets a salary of $15 a 
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, ceived by the customer.

He is in charge of a per- 
ishable commodity which needs to be deliv- 
ered in the shortest time in order that it 
shall be at its best and most seasonably re- 
He will have a cer- 
tain quantity of milk which will require a 
certain salesmanship for him to dispose of, 
and in the selling of it he must use judgment 
in whether he should extend credit to the end 
of the week, And at the beginning of the 
month the driver will have a sum of money 
from collections at times greater than most 
young men are intrusted with in the course 
of business. 

There is no man who has a wider MEP 
bility in his. position than does the average 
good milkman. When the milkman is 
“ugly and disobliging he can be more 80 
than any other mam, for the reason that the 
average customer is not at all in touch with 
the milk supply house. If the grocer’s man 
is impudent: and sloppy in his methods, the 
customer may complain. at headquarters on 
the next visit to the store; if the milkman 
is unsatisfactory, the customer quite as likely 
will leave the company he is with-and buy 
elsewhere as his method of protest.

_ of the most ‘Interesting occupations 
among the minor industries of Chicago. 
There are only three factories of any 
prétenstor. in the city, and altogether 

they do not employ more than 125 girls; even 
then the girle outnumber the men five to one, 
but, althoug? the factories are small, they 
keep up with the largest plants in industry, 
speed, and comparative output, and one 
rarely sees a more interesting aggregation 
of giris than these young workers who sup- 
ply the impertinent parlor maia with her 
Gufy weapon. 

In a fury of energy I started out one morn- 
ing to do all of the feather houses in 
town. The first place on my lst was in the 
factory district on the north side, in a maze 
of roaring, throbbing factory buildings. A 
ign over the door announced the location of 
the place I sought. Another sign on the 
wall read “ Feather Duster Co., fourth floor.” 
A narrow passage just the width of the statr- 
tase led to a steep stairway. Up I went to 
the second floor, passed a nondescript factory 
there, Peached the third floor, and was con- 
fronted with another sign.

assured me that his girls were all happy and 
well paid, and directed me to the larger fac- 
tories on the west side. As I left the bulla- 
ing I thanked heaven that there was no fire 
fiend chasing me down those stairs, and 
wondered what would become of those peo- 
ple if a fire should ever break out there. This 
I found to be general in all the feather dus- 
ter factories. The conditions of work are 
good when once the workroom is reached, 
but of the three factories, two occupy the 
upper stories of old buildings, one is on the 
second floor with a foundry beneath it, and 
all are approached by narrow wooden stair- 
cases, so dark that it is almost impossible 
to see one’s way, end in two of them the 
only outlet to the street is through an ordi- 
nary door.

Sorting Is First Step. 

The factory itself is a turkeys’ mausoleum. 
A turkey spirit wandering from a cold stor- 
age house te a feather duster factory would 
See great stacks and baskets of the raiment 
of himself and all his kindred scattered about 
& room where girls sit at long tables and 
pull, assort, and select these relics of his 
former life, while they comment on their 
quality and other things. The feat here are 
frst thrown upon tables for the “ sorters " 
to Overhaul them. With ea paper bag split 
epen on one side and fastened to her hair 
with two long quills, one standing up above 
her head, the other sticking out over her ear, 
the sorter is a picturesque figure as she sep- 
erates the larger feathers from the small ones 
and the down and throws them into a basket 
at her side. She has the factory girl's hands; 
they Oy like they were run dy steam power, 
but their work does not call for the strain 
and tegsion that the girl at a machine must 
endure. Her shop dress is covered with the 
fine barbs of the feathers, but she deciares 
that they do noi bother her. I asked several 
girls if this feather dust did not — lato 
their throate and noses and make 
cough, but they all laughed at the idea.

Hand Work and Not Difficalt- 


The sorters work is all hand work and 


it la simple. She is pald by the pound. She 
begins at 4 a week and within a month, if 
she has any genius for sorting feathers in her 
makeup, she is doing piece work and can go 
as high as $6. One cent a pound for the 
larger feathers is the rate if the stock is 
good, and sometimes it runs a littie higher. 
One girl told me that she can do 125 
pounds a day, and occasionally earns $8.60 a 
week; $7 or $7.50 is her average pay, and her 
employer said that none of his girls could 
make more than $9 a week and seldom earned 
that much. From the sorters the feathers 
are carried to the girls at the “sizing ma- 
chines.“ This machine is an interesting con- 
trivance, Little tapes are attached to roll- 
ers, thus forming an endless belt. The feath- 
ers are placed across the tapes and as each 
feather passes the tape corresponding to its 
size, it falls into a basket. The girls who do 
this work make $5.50 and §6 a week at 
piece work. . 

The man who claims to be the inventor of 
this machine is foreman of the largest fac- 
tory. He said: Twenty-five years ago 
when I was working at the other factory 
and put this machine in there, these people 
were across the street from us. Their girls 
were sizing feathers by hand at three cents 
a pound and had hard work to finish twenty- 
five pounds a day; now a girl thinks nothing 
of doing 108 pounds a day. The conditions 
and pay are improving all along the line, too, 
in the last few years, continued. .“‘ Why, 
I have known girls to work in a feather duster

week, One girl has worked at it for twelve 


“Bunchers” Mate from $5.50 to $7. 


This splitting is the last process in the prep- 
aration, and the feathers are now ready to 
go to the “ bunchers,” whe arrange them 
for the makers to handle. They gather the 
correct mumber of feathers for one row of 
a duster, cut off the quill, run a clothespin 
over the ends, and toss the bunch on to a 
shelf in front of them. The maker’s ma- 
chine stands back of the bunchet's table, 
and there must be an endless supply upon the 
shelf for him to use. The bunchers are piece 
workers and range from $5.50 to 7 a week. 
The makers are all men. The machine used 
is a little foot power treadle affair, which is 
too heavy for ea girl to manage. 

Many of the feather workers are Italians, 
with sweet, fresh, elfin beauty, and they lend 
an unaccustomed brightness and cheer to the 
atmosphere. The giggling and hysterica) 
exuberance of the northern factory girl may 
be a forced hilarity to meet the hard cond- 
tions of her life, but the gayety of the Italian 
is wholesome and genuine. Happy as they 
are under the treatment they are subjected to, 
what might they not be if they were really 
givenachance? In one factory an old Italian 
womam sorts feathers at the side of her littie 
daughter. Together they earn d a week. 
Near them is the woman’s niece, who earns 
$5.50 @ week and is the only support of a 
family of nine. 

The supply does not meet the demand for 
help in this industry. It is dificult to précure 


girls enough at any time. The work is steady -

return to the city, as the big bridge had been 
opened to permit the passing of boats, and that it 
would be three hours before he could drive back 
to town. It seems that he was right. The big 
bridge swings open but once a day, and then it 
stays open for a few hours, and the man who finds 
himself “ bridged” must either swim or engage 
boat. 

It is five minutes’ climb from the end of the 
drive up to the rocky plateau on which the Pyra- 
mids are perched, and the ordinary tourist goes 
afoot. But we were pining for oriental extrava- 

ance and new sensations, so we engaged camels. 

e camel allotted to me was destitute of hair, and 
whien first discovered was in a comatose condition. 
His or her name was Zenobia, and the brunette ir 
charge said that its age was either 6 or 60. It 
sounded more like 6, but the general appearance 
of the animal seemed to back up the 60 theory. 
As we approached Zenobia opened one eye and 
took a hard look at the party, and then made a low 
wailing sound which doubtless meant “ More trou- 
ble for me.” The venerable animal creaked at 
every joint as it slowly rose into the air on the 
installment plan, a foot or two at a time. 

We had come thousands of miles to see the 
Pyramids, and for the next ten minutes we were 
so busy hanging on to those undulating ships of the 
desert that we overlooked even the big Pyramid, 
which was spread out before us 750 feet wide and 
450 feet high. Riding a camel is like sitting on a 
high trestle that is giving way at the joints and is 
about to collapse. The distance to the ground is 
probably ten feet, but you seem to be fifty feet i: 
the air. As soon as we could escape from the 
camels we walked around and gazed in solemn 
silence at the Sphinx and the three Pyramids, ard 
doubtless thought of all the things that were ap- 
propriate to the time and place.

There are Pyramids to the north 
and Pyramids to the south, five groups in all, sixty 
of them, and they vary in size from a stingy little 
mound looking like an extinct limekiln up to the 
behemoth specimen which is photographed by 
every Cook tourist. 

Why do these Pyramids vary so greatly in size? 
Each was built by some, royal personage as an en- 
during monument to his administration and the last 
resting place of his remains. The most eminent 
students of Egyptology now By that the size of 
each of these Pyramids is a fair measure of the 
length of each Ming's * The reason that 
Cheops has the biggest Pyramid is that he held 
office longer than the others. When ‘a king 
mounted. the throne, if he was feeling rugged, and 
was what an insurance company would call a pre- 
ferred risk,” he would block out the foundations of 
a Pyramid tomb that would require say ten years 
for the building. If at the end of ten Years he was 
still feeling in good physical condition, and confi- 
dent of lasting awhile longer, he would widen the 
foundations and put on additional layers up to the 
summit. Labor was free and materials were cheap, 
and he kept everybody working on his tomb as 
long as he lived. Finally, when the court phy- 
sicians began to warn him that his time was lim- 
ited, he would begin putting on the outer coating of 
dressed stone and arrange for the inscriptions.

1.200 grade crossings in Chicago include many points 
where life constantly ts menaced by rapidly moving 
trains and switch engines. but the peril is greatest ai 
the Twenty-second street crossing. Four street car 
lines, connecting densety populated south and south- 
west sections with the heart of the city, eross seven 
ratiroad tracks here, and 15,00@ pedestrians risk their 
lives dodging the swiftly moving engines twice each 
“day. going to and from their work. Blockades of 
twenty-five street cars during the rush hours are 
common, and the street ratiway people have lost hope 
of maintaining a schedule on the lines involved. 
Other crossings in the city continually threaten 
human lives, and one occasionally reports more acci- 
Gents and deaths, but none presents the possibilities 
for destruction to be found at Archer avenue and 
Twenty-second street. It is because of this that the 
crossing is unusually well guarded. A policeman is 
stationed there at all times to keep hurrying workers 
from getting under the signal gates or attémpting to 
pick their way between trains and engines running 
in Both directions at a high rate of speed. The offi- 
cer's efforts are supplemented by the flagmen and the 
Operator of the gates in the tower, yet not a day 
passes that there are not Harrow escapes, as fool- 
hardy and tmpatient adventurers plunge into the 
Jungle of whistling, clanging engines ig a mad en- 
deavor to save at best a miserable three or four 


minutes.

* 
Death Harvest tor a Single Year. 


Chicago's grade crossings are death traps. The 
coroner's report for 1905 places the number of fatali- 
ties during the year from this source at eighty-seven, 
and the number of injured cannot be accurately es- 
timated. It is little short of miraculous that the 
figures are not tripled. Half the railroad crossings 
in the city are on the surface level; of these too many 
are only partially protected. They are not provided 
with safety gates, and watchmen are stationed at the 
intersections only during the day. At night occu- 
pants ef vehicles and pedestrians must trust their 
own judgments as to the speed pf trains, and their 
ability to get across the dangerous tracks in time to 
escape the deadly wheels. 

Had there been a flagman at the crossing at.One 
Hundred and Sixth street and the Pennsylvania tracks 
on the early morning of Feb. 12 of this year the motor- 
man of the South Chicago street car would probably 
have been flagged instead of keeping on to a finish 
that cost three lives. 

The gates at the crossings are of value to the 
cautious man, and to him alone. They are useless ex- 
cept for signaling the approach of a train. An electric 
car could break them without seriously impeding its 
progress, and if uncontrollable Or in charge of an in- 
compétent or reckless motorman the car would plow 
its way to the path of the oncoming locdmdtive. 
Anxious foet travelers have no respect fer the gates, 
and the flagman cannot restrain them from stevping

An Unending Line of Cars. 


The four ear lines using the tracks at the Archer 
avenue and Twenty-second street crossing are Hal- 
sted street, Archer. avenue, Ashland avenue, and Cen- 
The schedule for Archer and Ashland 
avenues ts a car on each line every seven and one- 
baif minutes during the day and early eventing. On 
Halsted street and on Center avenue there is @ car 
every six minutes. This time card results in thirty- 
six: cars passing in each direction every sixty min- 
utes, less than two minutes apart. In the rush hours 
extra cars are put on to care for the immense crowds, 
so that there is an unending line. 

Each of these cars cresses the seven railroad 
tracks, and when they are close together, as they 
necessarily must be, it is impossible for the motorman 
to see the signals. He must depend entirely on the 
car nearest the gate. In the event of a car becoming 
uncontroNabie and crashing into the one ahead there 
could be but one result—a catastrophe. 

The tracks in the railroad yards are under lease 
to the Chicago and Erie, C., I. and L., Grand Trunk, 
C. and E. I., Wabash, Fort Wayne, and, Pere Marquette. 
Every train arriving or departing on the lines named, 
and other trains which have running rights over these 
tracks, pass Archer avenue at a good rate of speed. 
In addition freight cars for western connecting lines 
are transferred from the eastern roads’ terminals over 
these tracks.

Sixteen Trains in Fifteen Minutes. 


The railroads recently stationed watchers at this 

point to count the number of trains and switching 
engines passing Archer avenue every twenty-four 
hours, but declined to give out the result, on the 
plea that the compilation was not completed. There 
is never a moment in the day when there is not ah 
engine in sight.of this crossing. Most of the time 
there are half a dozen in plain view. The switching 
operations are continuous, and contribute the great- 
est number to the aggregate for the day. 

A réporter for Tur TRIBUNE counted sixteen trains 
passing in fifteen minutes, and the gates were down 
six times in that time. As a result the waiting line 
grew until the cars were twelve deep behind the one 
at the gate. A flagman off duty sald the traffic at 
that time Was not unusually heavy, but about the 
average for every working hour of the day, and

Man on Foot in Most Danger. 


While the chances of death in a crowded street 
car caught in the path of aeswiftly oncoming engine 
are greater, it is the pedestrian who most needs 
protection. The regulations of the street railway 
companies are specific in precautions to be taken. 
The cars are brought to a full stop at every railroad 
crossing, and the conductor is required to see that 
the tracks are clear before giving the signal to 
proceed. If there is a tendency on the part of em- 
ployés to shirk this duty in the outlying districts of 
the city, and they are detected in such dereliction, 
they are dismissed instantly. Every effort is made to 
safeguard the lives of passengers. But the man or 
woman on foot or in a vehicle is in serious danger 
at the grade crossings. 

Edward Taytor, the distinguished Evanston law- 
yer, who was killed on the C. and N. W. tracks at 
Greenwood avenue last August, attempted to cross 
the tracks when it apparently was safe. There was 
no one to warn fim, no signals to indicate that 
danger was imminent. He saw one train bearing 
down on him and quickly stepped to another track 
to avoid ft, and was struck by another train which 
he had not seen, and death was instantancous.

Bad Crossing at Western Avenue and Q Tracks. 


There is an exceedingly dangerous crossing at 
Western avenue and the C., B. und Q. tracks, where 
this road and the Chicago Great Western and Chicago 
Terminal limes enter on a Y. At this point the Chicago 
Great Western swings around from the Ogden avenue 
viaduct to the Western avenue tracks, and the turn 
is sharp. Pedestrians and occupants of vehicles can- 
not see the last named trains until they are perilously 
close, and the other lines which use the Y arrange- 
ment do an immense traffic here. It is difficult to tell 
which way the trains are moving, and to cross the 
tracks involves efther a long wait or a great hazard. 

There are two crossings in the distriet back of 
the stockyards that take their share of human life 
each year. The worst, perhaps, is at Fortieth street 
and Ashland avenue, where six main tracks are almost 
constantly in use. it is the’ route of entrance and 
egress to and from the stockyards, and every car of 
live stock and every car of finished product goes over 
these tracks. It also ig used by the plants which are 
located outside of the yards proper, and as a means 
of communication between the freight yards of the

Case at Thirty-third and Ashland. 


Lack of protection was responsible for the deaths 
of Adam Magle and Stephen Mazikiwies last May. They 
were driving across the tracks at Thirty-third street and 
Ashland avenue when struck by an engine attached te 
a Pennsylvania railroad train, and instantly killed. The 
gates were up when the men approached the crossing. 
As far as they could see there was no train in sight, 
and no warning whistle that one was coming. 

There are danger spots all over the city where par- 
tially guarded railway crossings have to be used by 
pedestrians in their travels. At the intersection of 
Austin and Central avenues two tracks of the C. and 
N. W. and thé sufface track of the Chicago and Oak 
Park Elevated are within a seventy-five foot space. 
Gates guard the railway tracks, and a flagman gives 
warning of trains on the “L” during the day, but in 
the night extreme care must be used im crossing. The 
Northwestern shoots its trains into the city through 
Austin at a mile a minute speed, and to be caught be- 
tween the tracks is to be in a position fraught with 
fatal possibilities.

When Teamsters Mast Use Their Ears. 


The greatest. danger at the ¢rossings 
gloom of night. At the Fifty-firet street crossing are 
three railroad tracks, un which operate the Terminal, 
Panhandle, and B. and O. The outer tracks are al- 
ways Gecupied with stored freight cars so there is only 
a sufficient opening to permit pedestrians and vehicles 
#6 6foss. It is absolutely out of the question to get 
a view of any part of the tracks and there is scant 
warning of the approach of trains and switch engines 
until the cowcatcher is in sight of the opening, and 
the train is crossing the intersection. For this reason 
teamsters and drivers of other vehicles who are 
obliged to use this crossing fear accidents which 
might have fatal termination. They must judge the 
diredtien and distance of the trains by and and this 
is frequently deceptive, ._Beyopd the blockading. lines 
of the freight care they date not ge so ng as there 
ie within hearing a noise that ea the track may 
not be élear. 

A similar condition is found at the oréssing at 
/Pwenty- second and Campbell avente The view from 
‘the north approach ts seriously obstructed by a big 
warehouse located, directly on the tracks,and here as 
in the foregoing case the drivers must tise their ears 
rather than their eves in determining whether or not 
they can maké,the tripacros@ in safety, The foot pas- 
gengers are in less danger, but they must observe 
caution. At Twenty-sixth street and Campbell there 
is a large traffic in switching into the yards ot the 
big manufacturing plants located on the west. There 
is a continual stream of cans of material going in and 
the. finished product coming out, and the fively little 
switch engine shunts cars around reekleasly and is a 
séridus menace. Switch epeines move quickly, and, to

* 
Railroads Occupy Whole Streets. 


On Commercial avenue at Eighty-third, Ninety: 
fourth, and Ninety-fifth streets are crossings of the 
B. and O., Belt Line, and Rock Island. These points 
are scenes of switching operations which make it 
necessary to approach the crossings with caution. 
Similarly on South Chicago and Harbor avenues, and 
at various points on the south side where the rall- 
roads occupy entire streets are there much activity and 
little effort to safeguard the lives of those who are 
odliged to cross the tracks. Because the larger part 
of the switching is during the day the railroad com- 
panies deem it an extra expense and extravagance to 
place a man at these half isolated points at night. 
They argue that the few trains make the crossings 
comparatively safe—in fact, they do not use the ad- 
verb. 

It frequently happens that these isolated crossings 
are in sections where the public lighting system is 
poor. The approaches to thé tracks are shrouded in 
darkness, and the danger is increased. A man with 
defective hearing might easily walk out on the tracks 
and not be aware of the a@ppfeach of fhe train until 
the blinding light from the engine bewilders him. 
He is paralyzed with fear @s te monster drives down 
upon him, and sends him to bis death. 

Two minor accidents to street cars have already 
been reported this year, one at the Ewing avenue 
crossing, and one near the fair grounds on a crossing 
of the Wisconsin Central lines. The Forty-seventh 
avenue crossing has a reputation for danger. It was 
here that Miss Carrie Daniels went to her death Dec. 
ot last year. The details of the accident were never 
known, and the crew of the engine which hit her 
were never identified. It was a particularly sad case, 
the girl having been engaged to be married the Sat- 
urday following the day she was killed. 


& * 
Fatal 15th of September. 


Sept. 15 was a banner day for crossing accidents, 
four deaths being reported within a space of a few 
hours. Three of the men were unidentified and were 
killed, one at the Wood street crossing, one at Fif- 
teenth and Lincoln streets, and a third at Kinzie and 
Ada streets. Victoria Lundgren was killed at the 
Highwood crossing and Mary Lanara received seri- 
ous injuries at the Twelfth street crossing. Miss 
Lutdgren was crossing the tracks when she heard 
the warding Whistle of an approaching train. In 
stepping to another track she placed herself directly 
in the path of death, and a moment later was under 
the wheels. 

Tony Murave, aged 5 years, was trying to cross 
the tracks st Union avenue and the Chicago Terminal 
lines, when he was caught by an engine. The lad 
was unusually fortunate, for instead of losing his 
life he escaped with te amputation of a leg. Police- 
man Patrick Reardon, stationed at the Forty-first and 
Stewart avenues crossing, was killed while on duty 
last summer. He. was engaged in warning the foot 
passengers off the track, and when one foolhardy 
man tried to get across he went to his assistance and 
was himself caught under the wheels. 

The crossings where these men and women went 
to their deaths are dangerous, but none of them has 
the possibilities for @isaster to be found in the worst 
of all Chicago's crossings—the one at Archer avenue 
and Twenty-second street. No other has the immense 
volume of traffic which is continually passing over 
me seven tracks which Imtersect the avenue, and none 
has the thousands of men, women, and children daily 
risking their Ifves:Bbeeause of the dangers of the 
crossings. The 15,006 whe walk te and from their 
work and use the Archer avenue route to save time 
and effort are but a small part of the whole number 
daily in jeopardy.

Dai.y Danger of 40,000 at One Crossing. 

On the basis of thirty-six cars an hour each way, 
and during the rush hours this is increased, more 
than 15,000 additional workers are carried to and 
from their werk. TWis ts not taking into considera- 
tion the passenger traffic during other hours of the 
@ay, which is always heavy The residence sections 
tapped by the four ear lines send their thousands of 
shoppers to the loop district, some on the cars, others 
oct. Tt is conservative to say that 40,000 persons 
pass the crossing each way each day. And each

It is wild-afternoon at the Worst crossing in Chi- 
cago. Travel is at its lowest point, and while there 
are pedestrians in plenty, im reality it is a quiet hour, 
The street cars have few passengers compared to 
what they will have an hour later. There is a féisure- 
ly atmosphere—that is, as leisurely as atmosphere 
can be in Chicago. The outbursts of disappointed 
teamsters who are barred by the gates lowered to let 
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passenger train goes by have the ri Of sincerity. 
The foot travelers are good natur the waits—it 
will be different later—and the spirit of comparative 
contentment is abroad. The most activity is in the 
roadway, where trucks and light wagons and an ec- 
caslonal motor car are moving with varying degrees 
of rapidity.

Where Trains Are Busu. 

Inside the gates, on the tracks, there are evidences 
ef railroad prosperity. The noisy, stunted switch en- 
gine is busy,taking a string of cars from an eastern 
road's terminal Jo the freight yards, where trains for 
the west are made up. The flagman waves back an 
approaching truck driver as the tower man handles the 
lever that lowers the gates. The cars in transfer have 
passed, but here comes a gravel train. which stops by 
the crossing ‘while the conductor makes his report to 
the temporary office of the construction department. 
Before the gates get fairly up there is a warning whistle 
up the yards, and down they come again. This time it 
ie a long freight train, made up and starting for its 
destination. A little man with a bundle grows impatient 
at- ‘the delay. Evidently he has an appointment fhe ts 
anxious to keep. He dodges under the gates and makés 
for the othe? side. For a moment sight is lost of him 
as the freight goes by, but he reappears when he 
sprints across a track om the far side, about tem feet 
in front of a switch engine. Another leap to escape an 
approaching’ train, and de is safe. His Me was in 
danger but twice, and that is not unusual at the worst 
crossing in Chicago. 

It grows later, and the shopping crowds are be- 
ginning to turn homeward. The crowds on the care fill 
them comfortably, without necessity for strap hanging. 
The foot travelers increase in number, and the hurrying 
housewives show an earnest desire to get home te pre- 
pare the evening meal. There are but few men now, 
and the women naturally are timid in venturing on the 
tracks when the gates are down. Besides, most of 
them are more or less loaded down with bundles, which 
precludes the alertness necessary to successfully nego- 
tiate the passage unless the path Is clear. 

Before the shoppers’ rush is over the eight hour 
workers begin to appear—stenographers and office men, 
whose dally grind is over at 5 o'clock. They are the ad- 
vance guard of the army of totlers, the 46,000 who pass 
over the crossing each morning and night. The cars 
are crowded now; they will be jammeéd later, and the 
delay at the barrier to let a train pass results in a 
couple of hundred people being stopped until the gates 
are lifted.

Archer Abenue Basy a3 State Street. 


By 6 o'clock the thoroughfare is as busy as State 
street on a pleasant afternoon, and a half hour later the 
big rush is on. This is the time of greatest danger. 
The street railway schedule of thirty-six cars an hour 
has been increased to facilitate the handling of the 
rush. Twenty-five cars can be stalled at this time in a 
fifteeen minute delay. On the sidewalks are jostiing 
crowds eager to get home, and fretting because they 
are held by the signal of the gates. Men in the mass 
of humans are willing to take a chance They wriggle 
their way to the barrier, get under it and begin the 
perilous passage. It is impossible to keep watch of the 
trains on the seven tracks, Perhaps there is traffic on 
ench of them at the same time, or only on four. In 
either case the danger ig present and imminent. The 
space betweeen the trache is scant, but still enough 
for a man to be safe with a train on either side of 
him. On they plunge in front of one engine, behind the 
caboose at the end of a swiftly moving freight train, 
and at last reach the other side—four minutes saved, 
possibly, but another gray hair added surely. 

When the gates are lifted the jammed mass of 
people move swiftly... If, at this juncture, an engine 
beyond control of a train unseen by the man in the 
tower should come plunging down the tracks it would 
mean a horrible death to scores. Nothing else, would 
be possible, unléss the scores be enlarged to hun- 
dreds. Until 7:30 o’clock this rush is unending, and 
then the tide turns the other way and the theater 
crowds begin to come. ‘They patronize the street 
ears in a larger proportion than do the daily tollers 
and the crush is an average of two to a strap. 

The darkness is pierced by are lights, but there 
is about the scene a ghastiliness, a foreboding of 
what might happen, if things went wrong. Always 
present is the terror of death that is carried in the 
tons behind the Flint of the headlight. The passen 
gers, if they give it a thought. know that the slight- 
ly built street car would have no chance to escape 
utter and immediate annihilation. They shudder until 
they are safely over. Then they forget it. for it is 
human nature to give small heed to danger, once it has 
passed.

The grade crossing at Archer avenue and Twenty- 
second street is the worst, but all are dangerous. The 
menace to hüman life is not confined to those crossings 


which have been eited. They are typical, and the perils 


around and about them serve excellently to flhustrate 
a condition which is widely prevalent. 

A remarkable fact is that the victims of the grade 
crossing are usually persons in active health. Ocea- 
sionally defective hearing is the primary reason for the 
killing, but not often. The deaf man is unusually cau- 
tious when crossing railroad tracks, because, conscious 
of his infirmity. he trusts to nothing but bis eyes. Tt 
is generally the man and woman in, full possession of 
his or her senses who is ground under the tron. wheels. 

The vietim is compelled to use the grade crossing 
te get from ane section of the city to another.

Los Angeles, Cal. April 28.—[Special.j— 
3 the chance which led a chemist of an 
investigative turn of mind almost idly to 
analyze a small lump of sediment clinging 
to a floating bit of seaweed cast up by the 
high tide on the beach at San Diego may 
hang results of the utmost importance to the 
food supply of the world. 

David Moore Balch is the chemist’s name, 
and the @iscovery through an experiment in 
his laboratory a few weeks ago may provide 
a substitute for the failing nitrate supply of 
the saltpeter beds of Chile. 

The aged savant happened to be taking his 
early constitutional upon the sand, following 
one of the early equinoxial storms. At his 
feet he noticed a mass of seaweed torn from 
its moorings upon the submerged rocks and 
cast upon the shore. 

Balch immediately recognized the weed as 
a species of kelp, a broad leaf fucoid seaweed. 
To it already had clustered and crystallized 
in the sun deposits of what he naturally sup- 
posed to be simple salt from the evaporated 
sea water. 

The deposits incrusted on the leaves of the 
kelp so attracted Balch that he carried the 
seaweed back with him to his laboratory. 
There, to his utter surprise, he discovered 
that in place of the simple salt of sodium 
the substance was in reality rich in potas- 
sium. 

But it remained for George H. Maynard, 
first vice president of the American Insti- 
tute of Mining Engineers, to recognize the 
full commercial value of the discovery. 

Mr. Maynard, who is well known in Los 
Angeles, learned of Balch'e discovery during 
a visit to Coronado. Necessary steps were 
immediately taken to protect themselves in 
the processes for the extraction of the valu- 
Able salts and sulphates, and the three asso- 
ciated themselves in a partnership to exploit 
their valuable discovery.

Friends s All Right, as Art- 
ist Lives in Sphere Above 
Commonplace Morality. 


LONDON, April 18.—Does the possession 
of artistic talents of the highest order ab- 
solve their possessor from the obligations 
of common honesty? This interesting ques- 
tion has been raised here by the exposure of 


better Known to the literary w as 

“Frank Danby,” whose book. “ in 
Clover,” sold well on both sides of the At 
lantic. 

Mr. Gilbert fs probably the moet gifted of 
British sculptors. Some of his countrymen 
place him higher even than Rodin among 
present day artists. His statue of Queen 
Victoria at Winchester is regarded as one 
of the finest of modern times. He has been 
engaged for some time on the memorial to 
the duke of Clarence in the Albert chapel, 
Windsor—a design of extraordinary beauty, 
which is, however, still incomplete. 

Mrs. Frankau gave Mr. Gilbert a commis- 
sion for a monument to her deceased hus- 
band, which he accepted with alacrity, prom- 
ising to complete it within six months. The 
price agreed upon was $3,000. It was ar- 
ranged on Mr. Gilbert's suggestion that he 
should receive $750 on the signing of the 
agreement, $250 per month for four months 
on his certificate that the work was pro- 
greseing satisfactorily, and the balance on 
the delivery of the monument. 

On the strength of his monthly reports he 
received $1,000. Within eight weeks of the 
time when he had undertaken to complete 
the monument he wrote that his work ‘is 
progressing even better than I had ez- 
pected.“ When the time arrived for its de- 
Hivery, according to the terms of the con- 
tract, Mrs. Frapkau found it had not ad- 
vanced beyond the stage of 4 rough little 
clay design. 

Of the bronze, marble, and granite, for 
which payment in advance had been de- 
manded, there was no trace. Mrs. Frankau's 

requeets for the return of the $1,750 she 
had pald Gilbert on account were disre- 
garded. She could get neither her money 
back nor the monument. 

When threatened with exposure, Mr. Gil- 
bert virtually ¢onfeeed that his monthly 
statements of satisfactory progress had 
been untrue by saying he had been unable 
to make headway with the work because of 
inability to satisfy his “artistic instincts 
and artistic conscience.” 

When the correspondence was published 
several men distinguished in the realms of 
art rallied to Mr. Gilbert's defense. That 
defense rests on the broad assumption that 
honor and honesty have no place in the ex- 
alted sphere where the true artist lives and 
moves, has his being, and takes his fees. 
According to the Gilbertian school of ethics 
an artist undertaking to produce a certain 
work, in a certain time, can have no binding 
force, because the artistic faculty is not @ 
machine that can work ta order, and is sub- 
ject to the dictates of the artistic conscience. 
They hold, in effect, that the artist may 
make, not only promises which do not bind 
him, but statements which are false, to ob- 
tain cash in advance from his patrons, 

On these principles the party to blame in 
the transaction described is not the artist 
who obtained and still holds $1,750, for which 
his patron got nothing, but the woman who, 
in ber ignorant Philistinism, tried to reduce 
her relations with a man of gehius to a com- 
mercial level, and now .coneiders herself 
aggrieved by the loss of her money. 

Meanwhile, as Mr. Gilbert lives in Bruges, 
he is outside the pale of British law. He is 
a Royal Academician, and a member of its 
council,.but When appealed to in the matter 
Sir Edward Poynter, the president of the 
academy, took the ground that it has no 
right to Interfere in the private affairs of its 
members.“ 

It is not the first time the distinguished 
sculptor has done things that would be 
accounted dishonorable in a man who could 
not plead the eccentricities of genius. Sev- 
eral years ago the late Sir Henry Irving’s 
old colleagues, including several supers "’ 
at the Lyceum, subscribed for a presentation 
to him which was to take the form of a 
bell. The icommission was given to Mr. Gil- 
bert and the money was paid over to him. 
The bell has never been delivered. 

When an artist or sculptor is elected to the 
Royal Academy it is customary for the re- 
cipient of the honor to present the institu- 
tion with ai specimen of his work. Mr. Gil- 
bert borrowed for the purpose a silver statue 
which he had sold to a friend and made the 
academy a gift of it. The friend has never 
since been able to secure the return of the 
money he paid for it or obtain a replica of 
the work. 

It is Woubtless because of Mr. Gilbert's 
peculiar methods of dealing with base, com- 
mercial-minded creatures that, despite his 
great talents, he has not prospered finan- 
clally. Three years ago he went through the 
bankruptcy court. Since that unhappy ex- 
perience he has passed most of his time 
abroad, in the sleepy old city of Bruges, 
where he has set up a studio and founded a 
school for young sculptors. 


CUBAN PHOSPHORESCENT RATS 
DRIVE SAILORS’ CAT CRAZY. 


Then Crew Smoked Roients Out of 
Hold, Let Vessel Take Swell of Sea, 
and Creatures Fell Overboard. 


New York, April 26.—The phosphorescent 
rats of Cuba, well known to science, drove 
a cat crazy in the little British brigantine 
Venturer, that arrived at pier No. 8, Bast 
river, yesterday from Santa Crus, Cuba. 

Two years ago Mr. Chandler, the mate, 
procured a fine big cat named Pedro, as 
big as a water spaniel, and the vessel was 
kept free of rats. 

After the ship had come through the 
Straits of Florida on its last trip Capt. Burns 
found aboard the biggest rats he had ever 
seen. They paid no attention to anybody 
and walked right around the cat, which 
seemed powerless. 

At night the rats gave out streaks that 
looked like green lightning. Their uncanny 
appearance terrified Pedro, which would run 
for the galley and jump into the cook’s lap 
for protection. The more sulphur and poison 
the skipper fed the rats the fatter they 
seemed to grow, while Pedro daily became 
thinner. 

One night in an electric storm the rats 
seemed to be greener than ever. Pedro 
went mad at the sight of the phosphorescent 
rats and jumped overboard. 

Then the skipper and the mate decided it 
was time to put up a job on the scientific 
rodents. The crew smoked them all out 
from below, aft and for’rard, stuffing up 
every nook and cranny behind them. 

As the brigantine was thumping in a sea- 
way the skipper aided matters by putting 
its nose to the wind and then veering so as 
to catch the swell. Over careened the 
schooner and over went all the green rats 
with the wash of the sea.

BIG LAKE STRIKE FEARED. 


PILOTS’ DEMANDS MAY FORCE 
50,000 MEN TO QUIT WORK. 


Greatest Labor Conflict Ever Waged 
im History of 1: land Marine Trade 
Is Bxpected Tuesday Uniess Either 
the Laborers or the Vessel Owners 
Capitulate — Longsh Dxpect 
All Will Be Called Out if a Trece 
Is Not Reached. 


WII 50,000 longsho en and dock laborers 
quit work next Tuesday, when thair con- 
tracts with the Lake Carriers’ agsacistion 
come to an end? And will the vesssei owners 
fight if the men quit? 

Upon these questions depends the coming 
of the greatest strike ever known cn the 
lakes. In some respects the question ir an 
odd one, for the longshoremen are not strik- 
ing on account of their own grievances, but 
to secure the formation of a strong union. 
among the mates, to be known as the Pilots’ 
association. Vessel men claim this anion 
is largely mythical, ahd that not over sw 
per centecht the licensed pilots nave joined 
it. The other 90 per cent, they say, are 
either indifferent or hostile to the new 
union. It seems to be a sympathetic move-, 


ment. 
a Expect All to Be Called Out. 

In other years contracts for the coming 
season of navigation were made during the 
winter between the longshoremet and the 
vessel owners, but waen the time came fur 
negotiations last winter D. J. Keefe, presi- 
dent of the International Lengshoremen’s 
aseociation, insisted that the Pilots’ agsocia- 
tion must be recognized. The Lake Carriers 
declined to heed Keefe's demands. 

It is the prevailing idea among itongshore. 
men that they will all be called out. Fire. 
men, ollers, and watertenders on lake ships 
are affiliated with the longshoremen, and they 
will be the first to quit their places in case 
a strike is called. None of the higher officials 
of the unions have announced what their 
next move will be. The Pilots’ association 
is being fought over in the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, the seamen’s union claiming 

t should be affiliated with that organization, 
while the W are making the same 
claim. 

Union Is After New Members. 
"Efforts are being made by the organizers 
of the pilots’ union to secure new members. 
Every vessel arriving in port is boarded by 
delegates and the mates are pressed to join 
the new union. They are told that the initia- 
tion fee in the unten will be $100 after May 1 
and that if they do not join they will either 
have to pay the $100 or quit work; for not a 
union fireman or union’ longshoreman will 
work on a vessel while they are employed. 
The Lumber Carriers’ association, to which 
nearly all vessels in the lumber trade be- 
long, gave in Friday, and the new pilots’ 
union was fully recognized. 

In the Lake Carriers’ association there 
seems to be a strong sentiment in the or- 
ganisation for a ght to a finish. Since 
navigation opened, vessel owners have been 
getting into shape for the expected contest, 
The iron mining companies have laid in large 
stocks of ore at the furnaces and appear to 
be well prepared for a cessation in the mave- 
ment of iron ore from the mines. The big 
factor, of course, is the United States Steel 
corporation. 

The Longshoremen’s association claims a 
membership of 20,000 employed on lake docks 
and vessels. If they quit work, as threat- 
ened on Tuesday, 30,000 more men in iron 
ore mines, aboard ship, and in kindred trades 
will be forced out of employment.

Toinette and all her kind hate the woman 
because of her having succeeded in abolim - 
ing liquer selling from the village, and Toi- 
nette rejoices that this saint has gone. 
The priest teils her that Agnes loved her in 
particular, and that the last thought haa 
been of her. She had left a letter asking the 
priest to care for the girl and had given him 
a silver crucifix for her.

Chicago's high tide of theatrical enterprise, 
the marvel of the season, is reced.rg, but its 
going is pleasantly slow. This week no new 
stars are coming to town, but two of those 
already with us are ambitiously active. For 
the most important event of the week the- 
atergoers will be indebted to jhe costars, 
Julia Marlowe and R. H. Sothern, who tomor- 
row night will give their first Chicago per- 
formance of The Merchant of Venice.” 

What Mies Mariowe’s Portia should be it 
we to conceive. If her portrayal is not 
one of gracious dignity and lovely sentiment 
her admirers will have right for keen dis- 
appointment, an emotion they have no fears 
of feeling. 

What Mr. Sothern’s Shylock will be it is 
not well to forecast. He has done many 
things that seemed unwise for him to 
attempt, and, whatever of distinction he has 
failed to achieve in some of them, be has won 
the respect which attaches to @ man who 
attempts big things seriously and works at 
them with stupborn industry. 

When he first prepared to play Hamlet 
it seemed the flamboyant venture of a ro- 
mantic actor. Instead it was the launching 
of the career of a new Shakspearean player. 
His roles have been increased to include 
Romeo, Petruchio, Maivolio, and Benedick. 
Of these his Petruchio and Benedick, biithe 
with comedy, have had the most excel- 
lence. Yet his own liking seems to bave 
been more for Hamlet and for Romeo, 
whom he made a lesser Hamlet. From 
which it may be concluded that he will ap- 
proach Shylock with a sincere if not a morbid 
liking for the tragedy of the role. That per- 
sonal- zest, however, cannot be regarded as 
a warranty for an excellent performance, 
though it is much to be preferred to the 
coldly artistic spirit he employed last week 
in his portrayal of Malvolio, 

The truth ig that Shylock seems too large 
an endeavor for an actor dependent upon 
earnestness in place of genius. But when 
it is recalled that Goodwin played Shylock 
—and did not stop with the first perform- 
ance-it must be recogniged that there is no 
ground for telling Sothern that the part is 
sacred, Let him experiment with it, by all 
means. 

‘The Merchant of Venſce will be played 
en Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday nights. 
On Thursday night Romeo and Juliet will 
be revived, affording another chance for the 
witnessing of Mise Marlowe's ideal enact- 
ment of Juliet. 

The engagement concludes with the week, 
and next Sunday night Richard Carle will 
be found at the Dilinois in The Mayor of 
Tokio,” the piece he produced here last sum- 
mer.

Fay Templeton, Victor Moore, and Forty- 
five Minutes from Broadway will make a 
joint reentty into Chicago at the Colonia:

Although one of the pet a versions business 
men en in manufacture have is the im- 
itation of their product, and although artists 
detest those who burlesque their work, the 
stage welcomes imitation and is anxiously 
eager that it be burlesqued. Indeed, when 
an actor is told that he is being imitated he 
is the happiest of mortals. When a play- 
wright or a manager knows that his play is 
being burlesaued be is lifted into the seventh 
heaven of delight. For on the stage imita- 
tion and burlesque afe the true signs that 
@ success has been achieved. 

The matter of imitating a play or an actor 
‘and trying to get ney from people who 
think they are seel the original is con- 
demned on all sides, and some pretty effects 
in serious plays have been ruined for those 
who have seen them burlesqued in the lighter 
forms of entertainment. 

But nobody imitates failures, and there is 
no profit in the burlesque of a play that has 
failed to make good. That is why those con- 
cerned with the success of serious acting or 
of serious plays know that when their man- 
nerisms or chief features are imitated in 
vaudeville and caricatured in burlesque they 
have successes instead of white elephants on 
their hands. 

Cissie Loftis and Fay Templeton stand at 
the head of imitators and mimics. Mise Lof- 
tis, who had the quaint fortune to appear 
once as leading woman with E. H. Sothern 
when that actor waestarring in If I Were 
King,” written by young Justin McCarthy, 
her divorced husband, has done many bril- 
liant imitations. One of her best was my 
imitation of Josephine Sabel’s imitation of 
me.” She “did” Bernhardt and Edna May, 
Dan Daly, and Mrs. Carter with equal facil- 
ity. 
When Fay Templeton made her tremendous 
hit in George M. Cohan’s “ Forty-five Min- 
utes from Broadway,” the fact that she did 
no imitations was regretted by many of her 
admirers. They had not forgotten her de- 
liclous rdinicry while she was with Weber & 
Fields. Her sketch of Miss Ethel Barrymore 
as the boy in “ Carrots” was photegraphic 
as to appearance and phonegraphic as to 
voice. She did Mrs. Carter, too, and off the 
stage she still imitates Peter Dalley, Joe 
Weber, apd Lew Fields inimftably. 

When she left mimicry to others one of 
those who stepped forward successfully was 
Elsie Janis. She ts so young that the Garry 
society that keeps 4 watchful eye on the 
child actress and boy actor in New York 
wanted to stop her performances.

The most successful buriesque of this year 
is The Squaw Man of the Golden West,“ 
which Franklin Fyles described fully in Tus 
TRIBUNE when it was produced a couple of 
months ago at Joe Weber’s Music hall in 
New York. It is a composite burlesque of the 
noteworthy features in David Belasco’s “The 
Girl of the Golden West,“ in which Blanche 
Bates is starring, and The Squaw Man, 
which went from a successful short season at 
Powers’ here to electrify New York. 

The Shakspearean drama has provided 
many topics for burlesque. Charles Ross and 
his wife, Mabel Fenton, are ideal burlesquers 
of the legitimate drama. Jules and Ella 
Garrison are also clever, and Nick Long and 
Idalene Cotton have attained success in prac- 
tically the same fleld. Quo Vadis” is lu- 
dicrously burlesqued by Al Shean and Charies 
Warren, both of whom used to be members 
of the stock company at the La Salle theater. 
One of the funniest burlesques ever seen in 
Chicago was that called Way Up East,“ 
written by Richard Carle of The Tender- 
foot and The Mayor of Tokio fame. It 


was introduced last summer at McVicker's 


in “All Round Chicago,’ which was not 
strong enough to last, although the strong 
James J. Corbett was part of the supporting 
company. When Joe Weber and Lew Fields 
were together they and the members ot their 
ali star company gave the funniest burieeques 
imaginable. Willie Collier and his wife, 
Loulse Allen, burlesqued society melodrama 
with the catch line, I am going away from 
here, with such a wealth of droll detail 
that the most hardened theatergoer had to 
laugh.

A fortune lies at the feet of any one who can 
invent a new stage effect for use in melo- 
drama. Fair melodramas are worth in the 
open market $1,000. Melodramas that have 
plain ‘points of superiority have made their 
authors rich. Take the case of Theodore 
Kremer, who has written more of them than 
any other living American. He tas made 
himself independently wealthy. Lincoln J. 
Carter has sem 55 a fortune. Hal Reid, 
whose pretentious offering. The Nazarene,” 
failed to secure popular or critical approval 
when it was produced in Chicago some months 
ago, has made much money out of hies Knobs 
of Tennessee,” Human Hearts,“ and other 
thrillers. 

There is no paucity of melodramas that get 
the money, but the managers who are en- 
gaged in exploiting this form of entertain- 
ment are always willing to pay handsomely 
for new effects. Their anxiety to rid them- 
selves of some of their surplus assets finds 
ite reason in the fact that melodramas are 
remembered for their “ big scene.” In the 
higher priced houses a play that has abso- 
lutely no mechanical accessories can win suc- 
cess. A melodrama in which the stage car- 
penter, the scenic artist, and the mechanics 
have not combined to effect one big marvel ”’

True progress is not the abandonment of what is 
defective. It is the substitution of something better. 
A progressive newspaper is quick to recognize a public 
demand or a public need. If there is any feature which 
is the object of persistent criticism, even from a limited 
number of critics, the least that can be done is to ex- 
amine into the justice of the criticism, and if that proves 
well grounded a newspaper which recognizes that the 
reason for its existence is the satisfaction of its readers 
will make the improvement called for. 

Jerome K: Jerome was partly right when he declared 
that the Sunday comic supplement was a blot upon 
American journalism. He put this thought into ex- 
aggerated language. He is given to putting things in 
a picturesque way. The truth is that the general Sun- 
day comic supplement is not as good ds it ought to be. 

THE TRIBUNE has realized for some time that this 
was the case. Its readers were supplied with the best 
comic supplement published with an American news- 
paper. Humor of a dubious moral tinge was not al- 
lowed. No expense was spared in order to secure com- 
petent artists. When an artist was played out some 
one else took his place. But in the hole ed of comic 
art in the United States the tendeney has “been to get 
into a rut. THE TRIBUNE, like all other news- 
papers, got into a rut. It proposes fo ger out—and 
lead the way out. | 

Believing that there is nothing in the world t6o good
